Philippine Islands, Feb. 16, 1598. 
Dear Brother Jim: 

Not having heard from you for 
some time I thought I would write you 
afew lines. The Y.M.C.A. man just 
came past and left me two sheets of 
paper. I don’t know how the soldiers 
could ever get paper to write home if it 
were not for the Red Cross and the 
Y.M.C.A. Societies. 

I suppose you have heard of the war 
with the Filipinos, before this. The 
trouble started on Saturday night Feb. 
4, and has been going on more or less 
ever since. Our regiment has been in 
it all the time, and even as I am writ- 
ing this the Negroes and pickets are 
having 4 skirmish.

The increase averaged from 7 to 10 per- 
cent, and in most cases it was simply a 
restoration of the schedule which existed 
before the general cutdown made by the 
mills at the beginning of last year. 

Besides the mills which entered upon 
the new schedule yesterday, many New 
England mills began last week to pay 
the increased wages. Among them were 
some Lawrence, Manchester and Rhode 
Island mills. 

Yesterday's advance went into effectin 
most of the cotton mills in Rhode Island, 
New Hampshire and Maine, as wellasa 
large number in this state, including the 
corporations of Fall River, which employ 
about 27,000 hands, the mills of New Bed- 
ford, employing about 9000, and those at 
Lowell, with about 20,000 operatives. Of 
the New Hampshire mills, the Amoskeag 
corporation of Manchester has about 8000 
on its payroll. The 15 mills of Robert 
Knight, the big Rhede Ieland manu- 
facturer, who has several plants in this 
State, are included in ad- 
Vance.

Cincinn April 4—Elections were 
held in Ohio yesterday for municipal and 
township officers. While the local issues 
usually control these spring elections 
there were other influences in places.

In a State of Siege. 


Failed to Materialize. 


Bulgaria and Russia Thought to Be Back of 
Threatened Revolution. 


London, April 4.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette’s correspondent in Macedonia 
writes an interesting story concerning 
the present condition in the Balkans. 
In connection with the collision between 
3ulgarian and Turkish frontier guards 
at Kozyl-Agob, between Jamboli and 
Adrianople, animportant strategic point 
for Turkey if she desired to pour troops 
into Bulgaria, as it is the railroad sta- 
tion nearest to the Turkish frontier in 
Bulgarian territory, he says:

to the Macedonians, | 

The present crisis began with the} 
dawn of the present year. The Mace- 
donian committee sitting at Sofia on 
Jan, 21 presented a note to the porte 
demanding autonomy for Macedonia, a! 
Christian governor appointed for five 
years, a legislative assembly elected by 
universal suffrage and a local militia. ! 
The sultan promptly notified Austria | 
and Russia of the Macedonian demands! 
and also made representations to the 
Bulgarian government. Russia, in a} 
note dated Jan. 23, informed the powers 
she was net disposed to make repre- 
sentations to Turkey in favor of reforms, 
as such a step might encourage the } 
Macedonian agitation and give rise to 
trouble. On the same date Russia sent} 
to Odessa orders that nine cruisers and, 
two torpedo boats be kept ready for im-| 
mediate service in view of expected 
trouble in Macedonia. 

Turkey has been preparing for hos-| 
tilities this spring. On Jan. 18 Riza] 
Pacha was removed from his position, 
as vali of Salonica and sent to Germany | 
to purchase quick-firing guns, with 
which to arm 27 batteries of artillery, to 
be attached to the three army corps at 
Constantinople, Adrianople and Salon- | 
ica. The necessary orders for the} 
equipment of 12 new regiments of cavalry , 
were also issued.

— The United 
States supreme court yesterday decided 
the question of the liability of sailing 
vessels for excessive speed in case of 
collision in foggy weather. The case in- 
volved the collision of the American 
steamship Chattahoochee and the Cana- 
dian schooner Golden Rule off Nantucket 
shoals in 1894, whereby the schooner was 
sunk. Both vessels were proceeding at 
top speed in a fog when the accident oc- 
curred. The court below held that as 
the Golden Rule, as well as the Chatta- 
hoochee, had failed to slow down it was 
equally liable for the disaster and there- 
fore held the owners of the steamer re- 
sponsible for one-half the damage done.

EMD IN SIGHT 


Proclamation Answers 
Filipinos’ Questions. 


An Ample Measure of Self- 
Government Is Promised. 


American Supremacy, How- 
ever, Must Come First. 


Reforms, Education and General De- 
velopment Guaranteed. 


All Dealings of America Will Be In a Spirit 
of Good Will. 


Manila, April 5.—The belief is spread- 
ing among the residents here that the 
effect of the capture of Malolos, the for- 
mer rebel capital, followed by the 
proclamation of the United States Philip- 
pine commission, will be to convince the 
natives that Aguinaldo’s bubble has 
burst. Dr. Schurman, president of the 
commission, said yesterday: “The Fili- 
pinos have been asking unceasingly: 
‘What do you propose to do forus?’ The 
proclamation answers the question and 
it should satisfy them.” 

Colonel Charles Denby, member of the 
commission and former minister to 
China, remarked: “It is the most im- 
portant proclamation since the declara- 
tion of independence. Spanish, Tagal- 
man and English versions have been 
printed, and it is proposed to circulate 
them about Malolos and at all seaports. 
They will be sent to the lake towns by 
gunboats.” 

The text of the proclamation promul- 
gated by the United States Philippine 
commission i follows: 

The commission desires to assure the 
people of the Philippine islands of the 
cordial good-will and fraterna] feeling 
which is entertai y them by the 
President of the United States and the 
American people. The aim and object 
of the American government, apart from 
the fulfilment of the solemn obligations 
it has assumed toward the family of 
nations by its acceptance of sovereignty 
over the 1¢ islands, is the well 
being, prosperity and happiness of the 
Philippine people and their elevation 
and advancement to a position among 
the most civilized peoples of the world. 

The president believes that this felicity 
and perfection of the Philippine people is 
to be brought about by the assurance of 
peace and order; by the guaranteeing of 
civil and religious liberty; by the estab- 
lishment of justice; by the cultivation of 
letters and the liberal and practical arts; 
by the enlargement of intercourse with 
foreign nations by expansion of indus- 
trial pursuits, by trade and commerce, 
by multiplication and improvement of 
the means of internal communication, 
by development, with the aid of modern 
mechanical inventions, of the great 
natural resources of the archipelago, and 
in a word by the uninterrupted devotion 
of the people to the pursuit of useful ob- 
jects and the realization of those noble 
ideas which constitute the higher civi- 
zation of mankind. 

Unfortunately these pure aims and pur- 
poses of the American government and 
people have been misinterpreted to some 
of the inhabitants of certain islands, and 
as a consequence the friendly American 
forces have, without provocation or 
cause, been openly attacked. And why 
these hostilities? What do the best 
Filipinos desire? Can it be more than 
the United States fs ready to give? They 
aer patriots and want liberty. In the 
meantime, the attention of the people of 
the Philippines is invited to certain regu- 
lative principles by which the United 
States will be guided in Its relations with 
them. These are deemed to be the points 
of cardinal importance: 

1—The supremacy of the United States 
must and will be enforced throughout 
every part of the archipelago, and those 
who resist it can accomplish no end other 
than their own ruin. 

2—To the Philippine people will be 
gtanted the most ample liberty and self- 
government reconcilable with the main- 
tenance of a wise, just, stable, effective 
and economical administration of public 
affgirs and compatible with the sovereign 
and international rights and the obliga- 
tions of the United States. 

3—The civil rights of the Philippine 
people will be guaranteed and protected 
to the fullest extent; religious freedom 
will be assured, and all persons shall 
be equal and have equal standing in the 
eyes of the law. 

4—Honor, justice and friendship for- 
bid the use of the Philippine people or 
the islands they inhabit as an object 
or means of exploitation. The purpose 
of the American government is the wel- 
fare and the advancement of the Philip- 
pine people. 

5—There shall be guaranteed to the 
Philippine people an honest and effective 
civil service, in which, to the fullest ex- 
tent to which it is practical, natives 
shall be employed. 

6—The collection and application of all 
taxes and ether revenues will be placed 
upon a sound, economical basis, and the 

ublio funds, raised justly and collected 
ey will be applied only to defray 
the regular and proper expenses in- 
curred by and for the estabishment and 
meintenance of the Philippine sowrn- 


ment ala stucn wfenera: improvenients 
as the public interests may 

Local funds collected will be for 
local purposes and not to be devoted 
te ether ends. With such prudent and 
honest fiscal administration {t is helleved 
that the needs of the government willin 
a short time become compatible with a 
considerable reduction in taxation. 

7—A pure, speedy and effective admin- 
istration of justice will be established, 
whereby may be eradicated the evils 
arising from delay, corruption and ex- 
ploitation. 

&—The oonstruction of roads, rail- 
roads and similar means ef communi- 
cation and transportation and of other 
Public works, manifestly to the ad- 
vantage of the Philippine people, will 
be promoted. 

8—Domestic and foreign trade and 
commerce, agriculture and other in- 
dustrial pursuits tending toward the 
general development of the country, in 
the interest of the inhabitants, shall be 
objects of constant solicitude and foster- 
ing care. 

10—Effective provision will be made 
for the establishment of elementary 
schools in which the children of the 
people nuy be educated and appropriate 
facilities will be provided for a higher 
education. 

11—Reforms in all departments of the 
government, all branches of the public 
service and all corporaticns glosely 
touching the common life of the people 
will be undertaken without delay and 
effected conformably with right and jus- 
tice in a way to satisfy the well-founded 
demands and the highest sentiments and 
aspirations of the people. 

Such is the spirit in which the United 
States comes to the people of the islands, 
and the president has instructed the 
commission to make this publicly known. 
In obeying his behest, the commissioners 
desire to join the president in expressing 
their good will toward the. Philippine 
people gnd to extend to the leading 
representative men an invitation to meet 
them for the purpose of personal ac- 
quaintance and the exchange of views 
and opinions. 


General MacArthur reconnoltered in 
force yesterday with the Montana regi- 
ment, the Fourth cavalry and two guns 
of the light artillery as far as the river 
north of Malolos. The reconnoissance 
developed the fact that there are fully 
1000 rebels armed with Mauser rifles, pre- 
paring for defense. Shots were ex- 
changed and two of the Montanans were 
wounded, but there was no engagement. 

Later in the day General MacArthur 
moved northward, as the water supply 
of Malolos is inadequate. 

The insurgents are massing strong 
forces north of Calumpit, about five 
miles and a half northwest of Malolos 
and, accordiirg to the observations of the 
reconnoitering parties, they have fine 
entrenchments there. 

It is expected that hard fighting will 
be necessary to dislodge them at that 
point, and at San Fernando, where Ag- 
uinaldo is supposed to be. Largerivers 
strenethen both positions. 

The Montana regiment had one man 
killed and three wounded yesterday. 
Twenty-five men were prostrated@ by 
the heat, and brought to the hospital. 

Two new hig Krupp guns, one 6-inch 
and the other 8-inch, which were found 
buried at Malolos, though secured late, 
will be mounted. 

The Americans have also found 27,000 
silver dollars. 

The Junta’s Latest, 

Hong Kong, April 6.—The Filipino 
junta here has issued another of the ex- 
traordinary statements which have 
been features of the newspaper cam- 
paign directed from here by the agents 
of Aguinaldo. In the present instance 
the rebel agents claim to have obtained 
their “information” from American 
sources at Manila, They assert the ex- 
istence of ‘mysterious intrigues” be- 
tween the Vatican, Major General Mer- 
ritt, President McKinley, Major General 
Otis and Archbishop Ireland, “leading 
to the latter’s journey to Rome.” 

Continuing, the Filipino statement 
Says: “The Paulist fathers’ actions 
prior to the fall of Manila were sus- 
picious. Now, in conjunction with Arch- 
bishop Nozaledas, who is intimate with 
General Otis, they are endeavoring to 
procure the former ascendancy of the 
church in the Philippines, hence they 
are sustaining General Otis, who, as a 
Catholic, has refused to obey the Wash- 
ington orders and transfer the command 
of his forces to General Lawton, because 
he wishes to remain in power and assist 
the church to recover its real estate. 
The Paulists’ policy is more subtle than 
that of the Jesuits, and unless they are 
promptly recalled they will work further 
mischief. The Philippines are a val- 
uable hunting ground for the church, 
hence the Titanic efforts to maintain its 
supremacy.” 


Of Generous Character, 
London, April 5.—The Morning Post 
and The Daily Chronicle, which com- 
ment upon the proclamation issued by 
the Schurmann commisssion, admit that 
it is “of the generous character to be 
expected from a dominant power in the 
position of the United States,” but em- 
phasize “the difficulties still ahead untl! 
Aguinaldo is caught, and it is possible 
to inspire the natives with confidence.”

SLIPPED His FstTERS,

Boston, April 5.—Etellario De Marco, 
an alleged counterfeiter, a man weighing 
200 pounds, although practically under 
the eyes of two officers, slipped his fet- 
ters yesterday and disappeared. Offi- 
cers have not succeeded in re-capturing 
him. De Marco had been on trial all 
day in the federal building, and late in 
the afternoon, in company with two 
other alleged counterfeiters, both Ital- 
jans, was taken into the United States 
marshal’s room, Here two of the men 
were handcuffed together, and De Marco 
was chained to the pair. The marshal’s 
office ia in the third story of the building, 
and a deputy started for the elevator, 
about 30 feet away, but just around the 
corner of a projection. The deputy 
marshal led the way, and another deputy 
saw all three men follow his fellow 
officer out of the door and turn the 
corner of the projection.

De Marco was the 
fifth of the 10 counterfeiters arrested 
two weeks ago to be placed on trial. 
The trials of all the others have so far 
resulted in conviction.

General Miles Has More Testi- 
mony to Submit. 


Evidence of Officers Representing 26,000 
Men Rejected by the Court. 


Washington, April 5.—The army court 
of inquiry yesterday again heard Dr. 
Daly in regard to the character of beef 
furnished for the army during the late 
war. He reiterated his former :tate- 
ments, paying his respects to the war 
commission and declared that the re- 
frigerated beef smelt like a cadaver after 
it had been embalmed. Dr. Nicodemus 
of Philadelphia, who saw _ service in 
Porto Rico, corroborated this testimony, 
comparing the smell of the beef to the 
odor abeut a dissecting room. 

Dr. Daly was accompanied to the 
court by his attorney, Hon. James Ham- 
ilton Lewis. Several other witnesses 
were examined. 

During the session Major Lee presented 
a letter from Armour & Co. of Chicago, 
which had been filed in connection with 
their bid to supply beef for the Santiago 
campaign, but it was not read. The 
letter was explanatory of the bid and 
stated that the firm would be able to pre- 
serve beef for 72 hours, the time required 
by the use of the Powell preservative 
process, 

The day also brought out a proposition 
from General Miles to supply the court 
with the names of a large number of 
witnesses, and that he had in February 
offered the official reports of 147 officers 
as testimony, but that the court had not 
indicated its acceptance ofthem. Major 
Lee’s remarks in presenting this matter 
were as follows: 

“The major general commanding the 
army, on Feb. 10, 1899, transmitted to the 
secretary of war original official reports 
of 147 officers representing 26 regiments 
and some 26,000 troops, called for by cir- 
cular order from the headquarters of the 
army, Sept. 20, 1898. On Feb. 22, 1899, the 
major general commanding the army 
submitted with his letter to you of that 
date additional reports and original 
communications, voluntarily sent to the 
headquarters of the army, arranged as 
per said letter of Feb. 22, 1899. 

“I now offer as evidence in this case 
the reports of the 147 officers transmitted, 
as aforesaid, to the secretary of war, and 
the additional reports of officers now in 
your custody. It need not be argued 
that the officers who made these reports 
made them upon their honor and in the 
discharge of their official duties, and that 
the same credence should be given to the 
statements made in the above reports as 
though their contents had been sworn 
to.”

THE NATION'S TRIBUTE 


To Heroes Who Died on Battlefields 
In Cuba and Porto Rico, 


Services Were Most Solemn 
and Impressive. 


President and Cabinet and a Large Concourse 
of People Present. 


oe 


Washington, April 7.—With full honors 
of war, upon the crest of the southern 


| Slope of Arlington cemetery yesterday 


afternoon, the nation, represented by 
President McKinley, his cabinet and 
other high dignitaries of the govern- 
ment, the commanding general of the 
army, and other distinguished officers, 
all the regular and militia organizations 
of the District of Columbia, and a con- 
course of 15,000 people, paid the last 
tribute of honor and respect to the 836 
officers and men who guve their lives 
on distant battlefields for their country 
in the war with Spain, and who were 
yesterday mustered into the silent army 
that sleeps in the last bivouac of the 
brave. 

The spot selected is in the new addition 
to the cemetery, looking out upon the 
broad, sweeping Potomac. To the right 
rise the ramparts of old Fort McPherson, 
to the left the countless graves of he- 
roes of the Civil war, and to the rear 
the stately old Lee mansion and Fort 
Myer. In this burial lot, which cov- 
ered two acres in extent, in parallel 


| rows the wooden boxes containing the 


caskets were ranged, separated by great 
Over each box an 
American flag was draped. There was 
no particular order in the disposition of 
the remains, though an exception was 
tnade in the case of the officers. The 
boxes containing their bodies were 
placed at the head of the line of graves 
immediately under the eyes of the pres- 
idential party. Of the others 70 per- 
cent are identified, and about 30 percent 
are wholly unknown or known only to 
the regiment to which they belonged. 

Before the arrival of the presidential 
party, the military escort detachments 
from the Fourth and Fifth artillery kept 
vigil over the dead. Long before the 
arrival of the military thousands of peo- 
ple had surrounded the enclosure where 
the dead soldiers lay. About 2:30 the 
presidential party reached the enclosure. 
They were followed by General Miles 
and staff, the military attaches of the 
British and German embassies, all 
mounted, and the military escort. As 
they arrived the ‘‘Dead March In Saul” 
silenced the vast assemblage, and with 
bared heads the crowds stood at the 
grave side while the presidential party 
advanced and the military dispositions 
were made. 

The military was under the command 
of Colonel Guenther, and consisted of the 
district national guard, the light battery 
with two Hotchkiss guns, a battalion of 
naval militia and the regular troops 
from the arsenal and Fort Myer. The 
troops were formed on three sides of a 
rectangle and files of soliders were 
marched into the ranks of the dead. 
Flanking the open space at the head of 
the graves were the artillerymen who 
were to fire the last salute, and on the 
left was stationed the Fourth artillery 
band. The president came forward with 
uncovered head and took his place in the 
open space facing the graves. He was 
followed by General Miles and his staff 
in full uniform, and by other distin- 
guished guests. 

Just as the president arrived a pathetic 
incident occurred, when aged Mr. and 
Mrs. O'Dowd pressed through the lines 
and placed a bunch of roses on the casket 
of theirson, John O'Dowd. The parents 
of Lieutenant Wood also came forward 
and deposited a beautiful wreath of 
flowers. The sword of that gallant 
offcer was upon his casket. 

Immediately the band broke out in the 
sweet strains of “Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,” and Post Chaplain Freeland of 
Fort Monroe, in the ecclesiastical robes 
of his office, with Rev. Father McGee of 
St. Patrick's church, followed by three 
purple gowned acolytes, advanced to the 
graves, and the funeral services began. 
They were very simple, but very im- 
pressive. Rev. Mr. Freeland read the 
military committal service of the Epis- 
copal church, beginning with “Man that 
is born of woman,” and concluding with 
the promise of heaven, contained in the 
words “I am the resurrection and the 
life.” As he pronounced the words 
“Dust to dust, earth to earth’ the sol- 
diers at the side of each grave crumbled 
a clot of earth upon each casket. The 
vast concourse bared their heads to the 
solemn words, and thousands joined in 
the Lord's Prayer. 

Rev. Father McGee then consecrated 
with the churchly power vested in him 
the earth into which the bodies of the 
Catholic soldiers were placed. Mean- 
time, from Fort Myer, came the dull roar 
of a gun every half hour, and the na- 
tional ensigns on the staff there and at 
the Lee mansion were run down to half 
mast. 

As soon as the religious services had 
been concluded, flanking detachments 
of the Fourth and Fifth artillery fired 
three volleys, and in the solemn hush 
that followed the salute, the bugle 
sounded “Taps:’. The last religious 
and military rites to the dead heroes be- 
ing over, the presidential party and the 
military departed, leaving the work of 
actual interment to follow. 

As each of the caskets weighs almost 
600 pounds and requires eight men to 
handle it, it will be two or three days 
before all of the bodies are in their 


In order to permit ali government em- 
Ployes to attend the services yesterday 
afternoon, ail the departments and the 
federal courts were closed by an ex- 
ecutive order of the president, and all 
the flags in the city were half-masted. 


Lay Sate Legisiature. 

Boston, April 7.—By a vote of 17 to 14 
the senate yesterday voted to reconsider 
its rejection of a bill to limit the expen- 
ditures for carriages of Boston alder- 
men. 

Ought not to pass was reported on the 
bill for an increase of $1000 in the salaries 
of all supreme and superior court judges. 

An order was adopted for 1 o'clock 
Sessions, beginning Tuesday next. 

Bills were engrossed for a boulevard 
from Middlesex Fells parkway to the 
Charles river; to place Chestnut Hill 
reservoir grounds under the custody of 
the Boston park commissioners; for 
building of a drain in Somerville. 

The bill for two polling places in each 
ward, for Boston caucuses, was favor- 
ably reported. 

Ought not to pass was reported in the 
house on the bill that the examination 
of candidates for registration in phar- 
macy shall include a practical test in the 
art of compounding drugs. The bill gave 
the pharmacy board $1000 annually for 
the purchase of drugs. 

The committee on cities reported a bill 
to permit the Worcester city council to 
assess a portion not exceeding 25 per- 
cent of the cost of street watering upon 
the street railway companies operating 
in the streets watered. - 

Henry M. Whitney, chairman of the 
pharmacy board, about whom sensa- 
tional statements have been made of late 
On accourt @f expenditures of his board, 
had a conference with the governor n 
the executive chamber.

SOLDIERS BANQUET 


Rnthusiasm at the Feast 
Last Night. 


Brilliant Speeches ani a 
Patriotic Occasion. 


Menu Excellent and the Pro- 
gramme a Souvenir. 


If made to measure upon order, a 
more perfect day for the concluding 
reception and banquet to the return- 
ing boys of Co. K, the soldiers of 
other regiments and the sailors of 
Uncle Sam’s superb uavy, than was 
Thursday could not have been se- 
cured. Everything was carried out 
according to the prearranged pro- 
gamme with true military precision and 
if any doubt had for a minute existed 
that the citizens were glad to see the 
boys back again, that doubt must have 
vanished like a temporary cloud that 
for a minute obscures the mid day sun. 


Of couse there were not so many at 
the reception in the afternoon at City 
Hall as there was upon Monday when 
the boys arrived home, yet there was a 
large gathering. 

It was nearly 4 o’clock when Chief 
of Police Hayden and a squad of blue 
coats escorted the band to the rooms 
of the Y. M. C. A., and received Com- 
pany K. First they were escorted to 
the steps of the First church, which 
had been keep clear by the officers. 
The members vf Co, K, the City com- 
mittee and the Citizen's committee 
were then arranged in a group and 
photographed by Skinner. 

Then came the public reception at 
City Hall and never did the hall look 
more beautifal than upon this occasion. 
The boys were arranged upon the sides 
of the hall, and as the citizens entered 
one side, they were taken down the 
line by some member of the commit- 
tee, and out the other side.

The centre window 
on the east side was a painting repre - 
senting the state seal, while the centre 
window of the east side contained a 
painting of the American eagle and 
stars representing the thirteen original 
states. On the halls on either side of 
the stage were large flags draped ina 
tasteful manner, while flags and shields 
formed the decorations along the front 
below the stage opening. 

In the centre of the gallery wasa 
motto contaiuing those magic words 
‘*Welcome Home.’’ From this, bunt- 
ing and shields covered the balance 
of the gallery front. 

Then from the centre chandelier, 
there were suspended long streamers of 
red, white and blue, reaching to the 
sides and end of the hall. If anything 
was needed to complete the decoration 
it was the seven long tables arranged 
upon the floor, The centre of these 
was reserved for Co. K, and that to 
the east for the several committees.

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ARROGANGE OF TORRES: 


Has Led to a Serious State of Affairs | 


In Nicaraguan Republic, 


Double Duties Demanded of 
American Merchants. 


Our Navy Will Take the Matter Up by Request 
of State Department. 


New Orleans, April 7.—A letter to 
The Picayune from Bluefields, Nicara- 
Gua, dated March 31, says: (General 


Torres, the special agent of President 
Zelaya, yesterday again notified the mer- 
chants they would have but 24 hours to 
again pay the duties which had been paid 
to the treasurer of Nicaragua who served 
after the revolution began. Torres also 
undertook to prohibit the American con- 
Sular agent from cabling to Washington 
or to the presidént of Nicaragua at 
Managua. He is in charge of the tele- 
graph wires which lead to both the capi- 
tal and San Juan Del Sur, the cable 
Station. 

The American consul, after discovering 
that it would be impossible to secure 
satisfactory information from Torres, 
withdrew with the American merchants 
who accompanied him to the palace. At 
this meeting Torres also declined to state 
what steps would be taken to force the 
American merchants to submit to double 
charges. 

A vessel was chartered promptly and 
after considerable difficulty a clearance 
was secured from Torres, and this vessel 
sailed for Port Limon, Costa Rica, with 
Gispatches for the government. The 
consul in the dispatch asks that at least 


two warships be sent to Bluefields ait 
once. 
The next move! Torres made was to 


issue a decree doubling the duties, not-| 


withstanding the fact that the schedule 
of duties for this section of the republic 
have been fixed by a law passed by con- 
gress. This law has never been amend- 
ed or appealed. Very energetic demon- 
atration on the part of the American navy 
is greatiy needed 
Detroit to Take a Hand, 

Weshington, April 7.—The cruiser 
Detroit, which is now lying off Laguayra, 
Venezuela, has been ordered post haste 
to Bluefields, Nicaragua, for the pro- 
tection of American interests in that 
quarter. Her dispatch under hurry 
orders is at the urgent request of the 
State department, to which American 


residents, both at Bluaficids and in 
Costa Rica, have appealed for the pro- 
tection of American interests. The 
arbitrary and extortionate policy 


adopted by General Torres, at Blue- 
fields, who on more than one occasion 
has made himself persona non grata to 
this government, and whose restoration 
to power at this time has been followed 
by acts which American residents re- 
sent and protest against, is the main 
cause of the vessel's dispatch. The 
state department at the same time has 
cabled instructiong to the United States 
diplomatic representative at Bluefields 
to lodge an energetic protest with the 
Nicaraguan government against the ac- 
tion of General Torres, and a disregard 
of this protest will be followed up bya 
most positive step on the part of this 
government. In Costa Rica the Amer- 
ican business interests and residents are 
in trouble as a result of an insurrec- 
tionary movement, It is understood 
that the insurgents are levying forced 
loans on them, besides collecting exorbi- 
tant and double duties on imports.

KOCH AND MALARIA. 


| Soted Bacteriologist Going With an 

Expedition to the Tropics. 
Professor Robert Koch, the celebrated 
| bacteriologist, who in 1888, at the head 
of the German cholera commission, vis- 
\ited Egypt and India and discovered 
| the so called ‘‘comma’”’ cholera bacillus, 
| will start with an expedition in April 
| for the tropics to continue his investi- 
| gation as tothe nature and origin of 
| malaria. The reichstag has made a 
grant of 60,000 marks in aid of the un- 
dertaking. 

The expedition referred to in the fore- 
| Eoing dispatch is in line with the efforts 
jof Professor Koch to mitigate tropical 
fevers. When he returned last year 
from a similar expedition to the Ger- 
}Inan east African coast, he advanced 
| the theory that in the case of human 
| beings mosquitoes played the part in 
}communicating malaria which ticks 
| play in the cattle disease known as 
‘‘Texas fever.’’ He had reached the 
|conclusion that where there are mos- 
|quitoes there is always malaria and 

that where there are no mosquitos there 
is no malaria. 

Moreover, he reported that it was 
| possible by microscopic examination of 
the blood of a patient to discover from 
| the nature of the microbes the exact 
|stage which the disease had reached. 
| This discovery he regarded, according 
jto his report at the time, as of the 
highest importance in its bearings upon 
[the administration of quinine shortly 
| before the attack or shortly after. His 
| theory, as then expounded, is that the 
| quinine, taken at the right moment, 
| stops malarial fever, not by killing the 
| germs, but by arresting their growth, 
|and his conclusion was that a proper 
| employment of quinine, with the estab- 
| lishme nt of mountain health resorts, 
| would rob tropical fever of many of its 
| terrors.—New York Times.

Bodies of Twelve Persons Taken From 
Ruins of Burned House, 


Flames Worked: Quickly and 
Cut Off All Escape. 


Warrow Space Between Walls Turned House 
Into a Veritable Furnace. 


New York, April 8.—A fire that in some 
respects resembled the recent Windsor 
hotel disaster, visited one of the wealth- 
iest sections of this city during the early 
morning hours of yesterday, and caused 
the death of 12 persons. Nine or 10 
persons were injured, one of whom will 
die. Amz others, a mother and her 
three little children perished. The list 
of the dead is almost equally divided 
between people of unusual wealth and 
those in poorcircumstances. The latter 
Were the servants, who with their em- 
ployers were burned to death by a fire 
that spread so rapidly that it gave ne 
chance of escape. The amount of dam- 
age to property is estimated at about 
$220,000. 

The fire originated at the corner of 
Sixty-seventh street and Fifth avenue 
in the house occupied by Wallace C. 
Andrews, the wealthy 
steam heating company. There were in 
this costly residence at that 
persons fast asleep. How the fire orig- 
inated is still a mystery, though it seems 
tolerably certain that an explosion of 
some kind occurred.

Washington, April 8.—Having decided 
at its forenoon session yesterday to ac- 
cept as evidence the official reports of 
officers of the army, the beef inquiry 
court devoted itself to listening to the 
reading of those reports.

army. He was born in Ohio and ap- 
pointed to the military academy from 
Kansas. His father was at one time a 
United States senator from Kansas. 
William Crozier graduated from the 
military academy in 1876 and entered 
the artillery arm of the military service. 
In 1881 he was tranaferred to the ordnance 
department, to which he has been at- 
tached ever since. In conjunction with 
3eneral Buffington he invented the dis- 
appearing gun carriage which has been 
adopted by the United States govern- 
ment as the highest type of coast de- 
fense Weapon 

No name is better known to students of 
naval strategy than that of Captain Al- 
fred T. Mahan, sailor, strategist and 
author. Captain Mahan was born in 
New York, and appointed an active mid- 
shipman in the navy in 1856. He became 
a full midshipman in 1859. He reached 
the grade of lieutenant at the outbreak 
of the Civil war in 1861, became a lieu-| 
tenant commander in 1865, a commander | 
in 1872 and a captain on Sept. 23, 1886. 
He retired Nov. 7, 1896. His last com- 
mand was that of the Chicago, then on 
the European station, and he retired on 
his own application in order to pursue 
the literary work which had made him 
famous. When it was realized that the 
war with Spain was inevitable, Secretary 
Long cabled promptly to Captain Mahan, 
then in Rome, summoning him to Wash- 
ington. Here he took his place as a 
member of the famous naval war board, 
known during its existence as the 
strategy board, which planned the pro- 
gram of campaigns. 


Knifed by Crazy Sailor.

Lafayette, attempted to murder Captain 
Philip Lynch while the latter was asleep. 
Gauze got hold of a butcher knife and 
cut the captain's throat in a horrible 
manner. The captain's cries aroused 
other members of the crew, who were 
asleep atthe time. Whenan effort was 
made to disarm the would-be murderer 
he slashed right and left and seriously 
cut another sailor. Captain Lynch’s 
wounds are dangerous.

At the church a short service was 
held and finished at 2 o'clock in the 
morning. The church decorations were 
in sympathy with the Hawaiian cus- 
toms on such occasions. 

Throughout Saturday rain fellin tor- 
rents, but the remains were viewed by 
thousands. After the funeral the quiet 
of the scene was broken by chants or 
by wailings and lamentations of old 
servants of the princess, who recited 
incidents of her life. Their words were 
extemporaneous, spoken in a chanting, 
melodious way, sometimes accompanied 
by aswaying of the body, which was 
kept up until the speakers dropped from 
sheer physical exhaustion. 

The sei vices on Sunday were those of 
the Anglican church. The funeral pro- 
cession wus led by the marshal of the 
republic, A. H. Brown, bis deputies and | 
a company of mounted police. Then | 
followed members of the royal family, 
civil officials, foreign consuls, repre- 
sentatives of societies and the clergy, | 
including the Catholic bishop. The 
hearse was drawn by 230 natives, uni- 
formed in white trousers, blue sweat- 
ers, white hats and blue and yellow | 
cloth capes. From the church to the} 
tomb is two miles, but the entire dis- 
tance was lined with spectators. The 
services ut the tomb were very simple. 
The coffin was paced next to that con- 
taining the body of Princess Likelike, 
Kaiulani’s mother, and near that of 
Kalakaua.—New York Sun. 


Woman Kills Two Foxes With One 
Shot. 

Mrs. Mary White, who lives at Rio, 
six miles west of Port Jervis, N. Y., 
was in town the other day, bringing 
the skins of two red foxes she had shot 
near her home.

When Admiral Kautz arrived on the 
Philadelphia he spent two days in mak- 
ing inquiries and then called a meeting 
of all the consuls and the senior officers 
f allthe warshipsinthe harbor. Asa 
result of the meeting, a proclamation 
was issued by the American admiral, de- 
claring that the so-called provisional 
government, under Mataafa could have 
no legal status under the Berlin treaty 
and, therefore, 
by the consular and naval representa- 
tives, and ordering Mataafa and his sup- 


vices fr 


porters to quietly go to their homes and | 


respect the laws of the Berlin treaty. 


It was further ordered that the people | 


ejected from their homes be returned, 


and the power of the naval force, it was} 


stated, would be used against all who 
disregarded the rights of peaceably dis- 
posed people. The authority of the 
chief justice was upheld by the procla- 
mation, and the admiral closed by saying 
that he trusted that there would be no 
occasion to use the military powers. 
The proclamation was signed by Ad- 
miral Kautz. 


This proclamation was taken to Ma-| 


taafa and read to him by Flag Lieu- 
tenant Milier. It was received in 
silence, and no answer was made. 
taafa and his chiefs quietly left and 
went to the western portion of the mu- 
nicipality, and it seemed as if they were 
about to obey the command to return to 
their homes. 

The German consul, however, 
a counter proclarnation in the Samoan 
language, which was distributed among 
the Mataafans. The 
read as follows: 

“Ry the proclamation of the admiral 
of the United States, dated March 1], it 
was made known that the three con- 
suls of the signatory powers of the Ber- 
lin treaty, as well as the three com- 
manders of men of war, had been unani- 
mous to no more recognize the provis- 
fonal government composed of Mataafa 
and the 18 chiefs. 

“I, therefore, make known to you that 
this proclamation is quite false. I, 
the German consul general, continue to 
recognize the provisional government of 
Samoa, until I have received contrary 
instructions from my government.’ 

The 
that the rebels turned back and prepared 
for war, declaring that they would not 
obey the admiral’s order, and would 
prevent any food supplies being brought 
into Samoa for the Malietoa natives. 
The next day Apia was surrounded by 
Mataafa'’s warriors. Forces from the 
Philadelphia and Porpoise were landed 
to protect the loyal natives. 


On Tuesday, Mataafa having failed to}

Good Afternoon. 


There is said to be some opposition 
developing in the City Council to the 
movement to refund a portion of the 
municipal debt maturing this year. 
Naturally there is some honest objec- 
tion to such a step, and some would 
not favor it under any circumstances. 
But the principal remonstrance seems 
to be a political one, on the part of 
those who are unwilling to help the 


present city administration out of a 
hole. The movement to refund a 


portion of the debt is not, however, a 
Democratic movement. It was at- 
tempted last year, and Councilman 
Parker of Ward Six warmly espoused 
the step until the City Solicitor de- 
clared it would be illegai. This year 
the Darty LEDGER takes a little of 
the credit for the movement, for it 
was not until the LepGcer called at- 
tention to the large maturing debt and 
urged some relief that the Mayor took 
the step which has been successful in 
securing the necessary legislation. 

Now it remains for the Republican 
Council to give the taxpayers relief. 
The taxpayers should not becalled upon 
in any year to pay one-third or thirty- 
three per cent. of the entire municipal 
debt, yet this year $81,000 of a total 
debt of $265,000 maturess. The valua- 
tionof the taxable real and personal 
estate is less than $19,000,000, hence 
it would require over $4 of the tax 
rate to pay the maturiog debt alone. 
Ifnone of the maturing debt is ex- 
tendedthe tax rate will probably be 
between $19 and $20; if $40,000 is ex- 
tended it will probably be between $17 
and $15. 

It should not be necessary for the 
city in any future year to levy a tax 
much in excess of $2 per $1,000 to pay 
the maturing municipal debt. It is 
not a fact that the tax rate if kept 
dowu this year need be above the 
average in future years. It is possible 
to keep the tax rate below $18 per 
$1,000 every year, and possible below 
$17 or $16, if the city does not at- 
tewpt to pay over fifteen per cent. of 
its debt, and that is enough.

of rubies and diamonds and emeralds. 
It was flanked by what have here been 
called, irreverently, duck ponds. In 
lovelier ponds did ducks never swim. 
Titania might take swimming lessons in 
them with gratification. The sides and 
bottom of each shone with the burnish- 
ed warmth of gold leaf. The bank of 
roses already spoken of formed also the 
banks of the golden duck ponds, and in 
the center of each duck pond was a lit- 
tle island, on which grew a pretty white, 
flowering shrub.

superior character to swim at million- 
aire bachelor dinner parties, it was nec- 
essary to be content with ducks that are 
worth no more per pound than other 
fat ducks, with some attention to white- 
ness of plumage and tractability of tem- 
per.

Three best 
dresses of India linen, four yards each, 
10 cents a yard; amount, $1.20. Three 
white skirts, two yards each, 8 cents a 
yard; amount, 48 cents. Three skirts, 
flannelette, two yards each, 25 centsa 
yard; amount, $1.50. One circular 
wrap, all wool eider down, 21¢ yards, 40 
centsa yard; amount, $1. ThreeShaker 
flannel skirts, two yards each, 8 cents 
a yard; amount, 48 cents. Twenty-four 
Shaker flannel napkins, 8 cents each; 
amount, $1.92. Two pairs bootees, 10 
cents each; amount, 20 cents. Two pairs 
of socks, 15 cents each; amount, 80 
cents. Three knitted bands, 50 cents 
each; amount, $1.50. 

As you will see, the entire wardrobe 
cost but $9.06. I dispensed with the 
shirts altogether, believing that the 
baby would be just as comfortable with- 
out them. I used the reform patterns 
in making the garments, none of which 
was long.

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LONG AND HONORABLE: 


Career Closed by the Death of Justice 
Stephen Johnson Field, 


Sat Thirty-Four Years on the 
Supreme Bench. 


Once Dispensed Justice From Behind Dry Goods 
Box In California. 


Washington, April 10.—Justice Stephen 
J. Field (retired) of the United States 
supreme court died here at 6:30 p. m. 
yesterday. 

Ever since Justice Field's retirement 
from the supreme bench, on Dec. 1, 
1897, he had enjoyed comparatively good 
health, and, being relieved from the re- 
eponsibilities which he had borne for so 
many years, he became more cheerful 
than formerly, and seemed to enjoy 
the society of his friends and acquaint- 
ances more than ever before. 

About two weeks ago, however, he 
took a longer ride than usual in an open 
carriage, and contracted a severe cold, 
which rapidly developed the kidney 
troubles from which he had suffered, 
though but slightly, forsometime. The 
disease readily yielded to treatment, and 
on Thursday last he sat up for a time

lost consciousness. From that time he 
sank rapidly, and expired at 6:30 o'clock.

| and other members of the Field amily. 


Justice and Mrs. Field never had any 
children, and the only surviving mem- 
ber of his father’s family is the justice’s 
youngest brother, Dr. Henry Field, ed- 
itor of The Evangelist. During sev- 
eral years prior to his retirement from 
the bench the justice’s health at times 
seemed on the point of breaking, but 
he usually recovered promptly, and ina 
few days would «gain resume his judi- 
cial duties. For the past year or more 
those most intimate with him knew that 
his mental powers were becoming some- 
what impaired. The results of his long 
career of mental activity were beginning 
to show themselves in a failing memory 
after his retirement from the bench, 
though his physical health seemed to im- 
prove a little. 


Stephen Johnson Field was born at 
Haddam, Conn., Nov. 4, 1816. He was 
the son of David Dudley Field and one 
of four brothers who became famous, 
David Dudley, Cyrus W., and Henry M. 
Field being the other members of the 
great quartet that made their names 
known throughout the world. His early 
boyhood was spent at Stockbridge, Mass. 

At the age of 13 Stephen J. Field went 
to Smyrna, where his sister had married 
a missionary, Rev. Josiah Brewer, who 


hed undertaken an educational mission 
to the Greeks, and he there acquired a 
knowledge of Oriental languages. Re- 
turning to this country, he later entered 
Williams college, from which he was 
graduated in 1837, at the head of his 
class. He then went to New York 
where he entered the law office of his 
brother, David Dudley Field. He was 
admitted to the bar and became a mem- 
ber of the firm, remaining as such for 
seven years. In 1848 he went to Europe 
and spent some time there traveling. 
In November, 1849, he sailed for San 
Francisco, around Cape Horn, and en- 
tered upon the practice of law in the 
Occidental metropolis. After a short 
time he moved to Marysville, a small 
mining camp, and became one of the 
founders of what afterwards grew to be 
a thriving town. When the little city 
was organized Justice Field was elect- 
ed the alcalde of the place. This office 
carried with it the dignity of mayor, and 
at the same time imposed all the duties 
|} of the bench. Here the future jurist 
dispensed justice and made his name 
widely known throughout the length and 
breadth of the growing commonwealth. 
| He was fond of talking of his early days 
in California, and often said that the 
happiest days of his life were when he 
dealt out justice in Marysville behind 
a dry goods box. 


He was elected a member of the first 
legislature of the state. He was in- 
fluential in securing legislation favor- 
able to miners, and aided in the passage 
of laws regulating civil and criminal 
procedure of the state. At the close of 
the session he returned to Marysville 
and devoted six years to the practice of 
his profession. He was elected a judge 
of the supreme court of California in 
1857, for the term of six years. In 1859 
he became chief justice, succeeding Chief 
Justice David S. Terry. In 1863 Presi- 
dent Lincoln appointed his associate 
justice of the supreme court of the 
United States, and he held that position 
until his retirement on Dec. 1, 1897. 

During the latter years of his service 
on the bench he was in feeble health. 
His term was the longest in the history 
of that tribunal. The great chief jus- 
tice, John Marshall, wore the ermine for 
a period extending over 34 years. It 
Was the ambition of the late Justic Field 
to surpass this record, and he succeeded 
in doing so by a few months. His 
friends, fearing that the strain of hard 
work would shorten his useful life, ad- 


duties, but with indefatigable persever- 

| ance he clung to his task until the latter

General Lawton Has Started on an) 
Expedition to Santa Cruz, 


To Adopt Old-Time Frontier 
Fighting Tactics. 


| 
Washington Officials Expect to Hear Important | 
News From Manila Today. 


Manila, April 10.—The expedition of | 
1500 men under Major General Lawton, 
which started Saturday night with the 
intention of crossing La Guna de Bay, 
capturing the town of Santa Cruz, on 
the eastern shore of the lake and then 
sweeping the country to the south, con- 
sists of 200 picked sharpshooters, chosen 
from the various regiments; Hawthorne's 
mountain battery, Gale’s squadron, three 
troops of the Fourth cavalry, unmount- 
ed, with Bronke’s and Tappen’s bat- 
tations of the Fourteenth infantry, 
Linck’s battalicn of the First Idaho in- 
fantry and Frains’ battalion of the First 
North Dakota infantry under General 
King. 
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MAJOR GENERAL HENRY W. LAWTON. 


The flotilla of 20 canoes, towed by tugs 
and convoyed by the gunboats Laguna 
De Bay, Oeste and Napidan, and pre- 
ceded by the hkaunch containing General 
Lawton and General King, started from 
San Pedro Macati, on the river Pasig, 
moving toward the lake just as evening 
Was setting in. It was a truly pictur- 
esque scene. 

The men were all in high spirits and 
carried rations for 10 days, with the 
lightest marching equipment. 

General Lawton’s plan was to reach 
Santa Cruz at daybreak to capture or 
destroy any rebel gunboats or shipping, 
to take the town and then to scour the 
country to the south of the lake, a dis- 
trict not yet explored by the Americans. 
The tactics will be those of the old-time 
frontier fighting, and it is probable that 
the command will be divided into squads 
of 12, under non-commissioned officers, 

In Genera! Lawton's absence the second 
division is temporarily commanded by 
General Ovenshine, whose lines extend 
from the beach, near Malat, south of 
Manila, to the shore of Laguna De Bay, 
beyond Pasig, a distance of about seven 
miles. 

1e Withdrawal of the 18 companies

Manila, April 11—General Lawton has 


captured Santa Cruz, at the extreme 
end of the lake. He drove the insur- 
gents, who were commanded by a 
Chinaman named Pac Wah, into the 
mountains. The Americans had six 
men wounded. The rebels lost 68 men 


killed, and had 40 mnen wounded. 

Santa Cruz was the Filipinos’ strong- 
hold on Lake Laguna’ de Bay, and its 
fall formed one of the most interesting 
and most important battles of the war. 
The plans of the American commanders 
worked with the exception 
that the progress of the expedition was 
delayed because of difficult navigation 
of the river. 

About 1500 picked men composed the 
expedition, which was under the per- 
sonal command of General Lawton, on 
account of the illness of General King. 
These troops partly surrounded the city, 
while the gunboats Laguna de Bay, 
Napindan and Oesto, under the com- 
mand of Captain Grant of the Utah 
battery, shelled the city and outlying 
trenches. 

General Lawton and his staff 
panied the troops, sometimes 
charges, in Indian fighting tactics, which 
eventually resulted in the complete rout 
of the rebels, with the smallest amount 
of damage to the city and slight loss to 
the Americans. 

The expedition started from San Pedro 
Macati at dusk on Saturday, int ending 
to capture Santa Cruz by assault at day- 
break. But, in navigating the shallow, 
tortuous Pasig river, perhaps through 
the cunning of the native pilots who were 
not anxious to see the Americans suc- 
eessful, several boats grounded, and it 
was nearly dawn when troops 
reached the lake. The expedition then 
steamed cautiously forward, the Napidar 
and the Oesto a mile ahead and the 
Laguna de Bay guarding the rear. Rebel 
signal fires, however, were lighted on the

It was noon before the white church

Then a number of Americans jumped 
into the water and, wading for about 100 
yards, crept forward and formed in line, 
covering the landing of the remainder, 
which finished about 5 o’clock. The three 
troops of the Fourth cavalry, unmount- 
ed, were gent ashore ona dangerous 
marshy point, directly south of the city, 
under fire from the enemy's trenches. 

Meanwhile in the town itself there was 
utter silence and not a sign of life. Gen- 
eral Lawton, desiring to make an inspec- 
tion and to give the inhabitants an oppor- 
tunity to surrender, went on board the 
Laguna de Bay and, accompanied by a 
press launch, steamed slowly to the 
dock, the whole fleet watching anxious- 
ly.

Germans Suspicious of 


Anglo-Americans. 


Washington Officials Were 
Worried Over Samoa. 


Now Believe Situation Will 
Yield to Cool Treatment. 


British Foreign Office Disappointed 
at the Latest Outbreak, 


Germany Wants “Necessary Guarantees of Re* 
spect” For Her Treaty Rights. 


Washington, April 13.—Both the Brit- 
ish and last 
night received long cablegrams from 
their foreign offices, reporting on the 
developments in Samoa. That from 
London was from the British consul at 
Apla, and said that the casualties were 
one British officer killed and two or 
three American officers killed and five 
American sailors wounded, with two 
English sailors wounded. The purport 
of the German dispatch is not known. 
It reached here about 8 o'clock, and took 
an hour and a haif to decipher. 

The dispatch to the British embassy 
was in the main a confirmation of the 
facts given in the Associated Press dis- 
patches. It was conservative in tone. 
One point of significance to the embassy 
was the fact that it apparently con- 
tradicted a published report of a large 
number of casualties on the side of the 
joint American-English forces, An- 
other important point was that it an- 
nounced only one British officer killed. 

The action of Great Britain in ordering 
two more warships to Samoa attracted 
considerable attention, and it was stated

The acute situation in Samoa gave rise 
to grave apprehension among United 
States officials early yesterday, but the 
conclusion was reached, as the depart- 
ments closed, that the situation is one 
that will yield to sensible and cool treat- 
ment, if all the parties to the Berlin 
treaty are sincere in an effort to prevent 
further trouble. As put by a cabinet 
officer, the killing of the sailors has not 
materially changed the general problem, 
though it has undoubtedly added to the 
difficulty of dealing with the specific 
situation. 

The only official news received touch- 
ing the last incident was contained in 
Admiral Kautz’s cablegram. The sec- 
retary said that no additional instruc- 
tions were to be sent by him to the ad- 
miral. The secretary of state, however, 
has been told that he is at liberty to 
forward any instructions to the ad- 
miral that he may deem necessary, but 
that if he concludes to do so, he must 
act immediately, as the mail steamer 
leaves the nearest cable point for Apia 
today. 

The Philadelphia was shorthanded for 
officers before the loss of Lieutenant 
Lansdale and Ensign Monaghan, and the 
department yesterday promptly sent 
telegraphic orders to Mare island to dis- 
patch some officers to recruit the force. 
Lieutenant ScReutze goes out as execu- 
tive officer, with Lieutenant W. 8. Hughes, 
Lieutenant Schofield and Lieutenant 
Hetherington. Surgeon Steel is ordered 
from the New York navy yard to the 
Philadelphia. Ail of these officers are 
expected to take the mail steamer of the 
19th inst. for Apia. 

The diplomatic negotiations of the day 
were not directed particularly to the en- 
counter, as the official information is too 
meager thus far to warrant positive of- 
ficial action. There were many in- 
quiries, however, and the state depart- 
ment and the British and German em- 
bassies exchanged such advices as they 
had on the subject. In the main the 
diplomatic negotiations continued to 
center around the high commission, On 
this subject a breach is gradually open- 
ing between Great Britain and Germany 
because of the refusal of Great Britain 
to have the commission leave San Fran- 
cisco on the 19th.

State Pay for Soldiers. 

There were a number of soldiers at 
the State Treasurer's department, 
Wednesday, most of them 5th Massa- 
chusetts men, having their discharges 
recorded. 

As the war officially ended Tuesday, 
under the terms of the State pay bill 
of last year, this pay now ceases. 
While it will be necessary for the 
members of the 5th to record their dis- 
charges just the same, this duty will 
be unnecessary for the Sth, not yet dis- 
charged. 

Their pay will be reckoned to April 
11, and will then excepting in 
the cases of men killed, where it will 
run on to their families for six months 
from the time of their death.

In addition legislation is now being 
enacted to provide State pay for those 
who enlisted from Massachusetts for 
the war before it was officially 
declared.

Of Liftle Use to Insurgents. 

Washington, Apri 14.—The war de- 
partment officials take a philosophical 
view of the reported capture by the in- 
surgents in the vicinity of Zamboango 
of the arms and armament on the Span- 
ish gunboats, which were to become the 
property of the United States. They 
say that General Otis has withheld pay- 
ment for any of these boats until they 
were delivered to him at Manila. Itis 
regretted that the insurgents should 
possess the guns, but it is said they will 
not be able to secure and keep on hand 
a supply of ammunition forthem. The 
United States forces have so far had no 
trouble with the insurgents on the isl- 
and of Mindanao. 


The British Budget. 

London, April 14.—Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Hicks-Beach presented the 
budget in the house of commons yester- 
day. He said the trying periods of last 
year’s Spanish-American war and the 
differences on the Niger and the Nile 
had no prejudicial effect en the country’s 
revenue, the result for the year being 
& small surplus. He estimated the ex- 
penditure for the coming year at £112,- 
$27,000, an increase ef £6,098,000 over last 
year, the total increase of expenditures 
during the last four years being no less 
than £19,076,000. If this increase was to 
continue, the speaker pointed out, par- 
liament must agree to a large increase 
in taxation or discover new and produc- 
tive sources of revenue, or the result 
would be a reaction against great ex- 
penditure, and he feared that such a re- 
action might impair the efficiency of the 
defensive services to the point in which 
they unhappily stood during the last 
generation. 


“When I was a boy I remember visit- 
ing a wheat field which had been at- 
tacked by army worms. It occurs tome 
that this tendency toward a large army 
establishment—this new army worm— 
will prove more destructive to the crops 
of the farmer than the army worm with 
which the farmers are now familiar. 

“Upon the subject of imperialism ] 
need only to add a word. The idea of 
forcible conquest and of colonization 
after the plan adopted by European 
countries cannot receive the support of 
the people of this country when the 
principles involved are clearly under- 
Stood. And yet the leaders of the Re- 
Publican party are attempting to re- 
pudiate the doctrine of equal rights and 
of self-government given to us by the 
forefathers. Not only are they imitat- 
ing the monarchies of the old world in 
their policies, but they are copying the 
language of monarchs in carrying out 
their policy. 

“In the proclamation recently issued 
to the Filipinos we find these words: ‘The 
commission desires to assure the people 
of the Philippine islands of the cordial 
good will and fraternal feeling which is 
entertained for them by the President 
of the United States and by the Ameri- 
can people. The aim and object of the 
American government, apart from the 
fulfilment of the solemn obligation it hag 
assumed toward the family of nations 
by its acceptance of sovereignty over the 
Philippine islands, is the well being, pros- 
perity and protectic f the Philippine 
people and their elevation and advance- 
ment to a position among the civilized 
peoples of the world.’ 

“Compare this with the language used 
by the queen in her proclamation to the 
people of India in 1856, when she said: 
“We hold ourselves bound to the natives

‘‘Lastly, raising the valuation in 
order to keep down the tax rate is an 
unwise plan for two reasons. First, it 
usually deceives the taxpayer for a 
time into thinking that his taxis to 
be smaller, but when he gets his bill 
he finds that he has more money to 
pay. Second, and more important, as 
the borrowing capacity of the city 
depend on the valuation, it is in- 
creased by an increase of valuation and 
the council of the succeeding year is 
offered the temptation of spending a 
larger sum. 

‘*Furthermore, the fixing of the tax 
rate is only an incident not an object 
of the assessors, They are sworn to 
assess property of the city acording 
to law; they should do that and let 
the tax rate take care of itself. 

**T hope to be able to notify you soon 
of the appointment of a Board of 
Assessors who will make their assess- 
ment in harmony with the view. It 
will take more time and labor than Js 
usually devoted to the task, but I trust 
that the result will be satisfactory.

IN ADVANCE GUARD. 


Harry R. Osgood Writes of Ex- 
perience in the Philippines. 


The Ledger has been very fortunate 
in securing a very interesting letter 
from Harry R. Osgood of Wollaston, 
who isin ECo., 18th infant., U. S. 
Regulars at Iloilo, Philippine Islands. 
The letter was written to his mother, 
Mrs. F. D. Osgood of Wollaston and 
is in the form of a graphic narrative 
showing better than anything that has 
yet appeared, the life of a soldier in 
the antipodes. 

Jaro, Philippines Islands, 
February 13, 1899. 

We have been on land just three 
days and in that short time I have 
been in more narrow escapes, have 
had harder work, but yet have enjoyed 
it all, better than all the 
life put together. 

I will now begin from the morning 
of the lith and try and give you a 
description of my adventures until 
tonight. Of course you have probably 
read about the capture of Iloilo and 
Jaro in the but I 


rest of my 


papers, know you 

would like to hear of my personal ex- 
perience. 

Last Saturday morning we were 


eating our breakfast on the Arizona, 
when the Petrel_and the Boston opened 
fre on the city. What an excited 
mob we became in an instant. We 
climbed up in the rigging and gave 
cheer after cheer when a good shot 
was made. In half an hour the city 
was in flames and at 10.40, the marines 
landed at the fort and hauled down 
that hated rag, and raised Old Glory 
in its place, which brought such cheers 


from our throats that it shook the 
boat. 
Ten minutes later, boats were 


lowered and the two lucky battalions, 
the first and second got into them and 
were nearly to the shore and 
we rowed the rest of the way. I 
jumped out in the water over waist 
deep, for I afraid I would be 
detailed to row the boat back, for I 
was one of the crew. But luck favored 
me, and in five minutes we were ad- 
vancing to the barning city. We 
went through streets where it was so 
hot that we could barely stand it. The 
smoke and flames were terrible and 
for a while the enemy were forgotten, 
as it seemed we would be cut off by 
the fire.

Gen. Miller ordered Wheeler 
to send ont an advance guard, and 
‘*Andy’’ Welton, the best and one of 
the bravest non-commissioned officer in 
the 18th, was told to pick out his 
squad of eight men. 

Now, ‘‘Andy’’ is an Boston 
boy, and knowing how we boys from 
there wanted to into it, picked 
every one from Boston, except one, to 
pick out the way for the company. 

Our lieutenant went with us,and ina 
few minutes we were creeping along 
picking away at insurgents setting 
fire to buildings, dropping behind a 
convenient wall when a particularly 
strong volley swept over us, but always

advancing. 
Capt. Wheeler tried to keep us from 


firing so much and wanted to hold back 
his men a little, as we were far in ad- 
vance of the other companies. [But 


‘*Let them go abead 
I never saw men so 


Gen. Miller said, 
if they want to, 
anxious to fight.’’ 
I had lots of fun chasing natives that 
had no guns, but were armed with 
big machets. I saw one fellow mak- 
ing his escape across a meadow a long 
way off, and some fired on him, but I 


put after him, and talk about cross 
country runs! I had my gun, haver- 


sack loaded with cartridges, a belt 
full of them, anda canteen. He was 
in regulation upiform, which is about 
the same as a running suit only not 
quite so many clothes. He led me a 
chase over ditches and everything 
and I got so far away from the rest of 
the boys they shouted for me to shoot 
him or come back. But my ‘‘Ivish’’ 
was up and I was bound to win that 
time prize or die. At last he dropped 
from exhaustion and I came up and 
took.away his big machet and it is a 
dandy. The handle is carved and the 
blade is about three feet long and as 
sharp as arazor. I pretty near cut my 
finger off with it. I sent the fellow 
back to the main line and in another 
minute was in hot pursuit of another 
one, but it was a short run and I soon 
had his but his knife wasn’t 
much good. 

The lieutenant called me back and 
told me if I did anything like that 
again he would have to send me back 
with the company. So I said I would 
be good, but I knew I was prevaricat- 
ing when I said it. 

In a few minutes we were in a sharp 
skirmish but with the same result 
the enemy retreating before we could 
get to close range. 

At last we came to a big bridge and 
after driving them over it received 
such a warm reception we had to wait 
for the main body to come up. Gen. 
Miller wanted to send back for 
troops but Capt. Wheeler said E Co. 
can take it alone. The mausers were 
coming across pretty warm but we 
couldn’t see the enemy. 

Serg’t. Welton took us up stairs ip 
a house and through a window we 
could see them lying in the trenches 
on the other side. But there

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wasn't room for eight of us to fre from | 
that window so 1 coon had my boot | 
through the side of the building, and | 
the others did the same, and then we 

just pumped shot after shot into them 

until my gun got so hot I could hardly | 
handle it. That was too much for the 

insurgents and away they went again. 

We came down and the Capt. gave} 
the order to go forward and you ought 
to have seen us double: time over the 
bridge and jump into the trenches. 
Two of the enemy never left at all and 
we could blood all the way up 
the road. 

Gen. Miller was delighted. He 
thought it would take two days before 
we could get that bridge, and here one 
company had taken it. He praised 
Capt. Wheeler and his men, and today 
he puts us in the most critical places in 
times of danger. We have our quarters 
right by his headquarters when we are 
relieved. 

In about two hours the rest of the 
regiment came up and we went back to 
rest, as we thought, but the only sleep 
I got was after three o'clock for I 
was on picket duty from nine until 
half past two. The next picket to me 
shot four times at a fellow trying to 
burn a building but he said he guessed 
he missed him as he was a little shaky 
out in that dangerous place. 

The next day we found a dead native 
with two bullets through his back 
and a box of matches clutched in his 
hand so the picket didn’t after 
all.

“Red Book” Barred. 

Philadelphia, April 13.—Senator Quay 
gained a partial advantage in court yes- 
terday by the apparent refusal of Judge 
Biddle, for the present at least, to admit 
as evidence against him the famous “red 
book” which has figured so prominently 
dn the trial, and which its alleged to con- 
tain the key to the case of the common- 
wealth. This book was found in the 
desk of Cashier Hopkins of the People’s 
bank after the institution had closed its 
doors and that individual had taken his 
own life. It is an ordinary day book. 
Twelve pages are devoted to what the 
prosecution charges is Hopkins’ record 
of his transactions in money deposited 
by the state treasurer for the advantage 
of Senator Quay. It contains entries ex- 
tending over several years, and figures 
are written in it which apparently show 
the calculation of interest on sums of 
money approximating the state deposit, 
less certain deductions, for the benefit of 
Senator Quay. These figures, the prose- 
cution alleges, were “posted” from the 
red book to the regular ledger of the 
bank containing Senator Quay’s account.

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‘COURSE IS APPROVED, 


Admiral Kautz Has Received No New 
Instructions From Washington, 


Baron Sternberg the Third 
Member of Commission. 


Evidence That Recent Collision at Apia Will Be | 


Settled Diplomatically. 


Washington, April 14:—Admiral 
Kautz's actions in Samoa, as far as they 
are set out in the official dispatches and 
the newspaper reports, are fully ap- 
proved. He was instructd by the last 
mail steamer from Auckland to avoid 
needless collisions, but to protect prop- 
erty and life until the three treaty 
powers decided how to deal with the sit- 
uation. No further instructions have 
yet been sent to him, and if any go for- 
ward by cable within the next 2¢ hours, 
which is the Mmit of time available if 
the outgoing steamer is to be caught at 
Auckland, they will be simply a repeti- 
tion of the originalorders, Department 
Officials point out that from the ac- 
counts so far received, the admiral ap- 
pears to have acted in conjunction with 
the British forces only in pursuance 
of the policy of defense of foreign in- 
terests. It is expected that he will not 
abate his efforts to secure the restora- 
tion of peace, and it is probable that 
when the high commission arrives at 
Apia it will find its work facilitated 
through the suppression of the rebel- 
lion. 


The Samoan commission will sall for 
Apia on the transport Badger, leaving 
San Francisco on the 25th inst. This 
arrangement was made yesterday after 
Baron Sternburg, first secretary of the 
German embassy, had called on Secre- 
tary Hay and advised him cf his ap- 
pointment as the German member of the 
high commission. This completed the 
body. 

The formal announcement of Baren 
Sternberg’s appointment was received 
from the German foreign office and gave 
general satisfaction among officials and 
diplomats, as throughout the recent 
troubles he exerted his influence in such 
manner as to Win the heartiest approval 
of the state department as well as the 
British ambassador. His choice, there- 
fore, was accepted as an evidence that 
the commissioners would be able to co- 
operate and to reach the unanimous de- 
cision called for by theagreement. The 
early sailing of the commission is re- 
garded as evidence that the recent col- 
lision at Apia will be settled diplomati- 
cally. Baron Sternberg comes of a dis- 
tinguished German family. 


As Viewed Abroad. 

London, April 14.—The Daily Chronicle 
remarks editorially this morning that, if 
Lord Salisbury has yielded on the ques- 
tion of unanimity, the Samoan commis- 
gion may as well save itself the voyage. 

The Standard prints the following dis- 
patch from Berlin: The tension be- 
tween Great Britain and Germany over 
the Samoan question has somewhat in- 
creased since yesterday (Wednesday), 
the conference between Baron Von 
Buelow (German minister of foreign af- 
fairs) and Sir Frank Lescolles (British 
ambassador at Berlin) having failed to 
settle all the disputed points. 

The Berlin correspondent of The Times 
Bays: The Roman Catholicism of Ma- 
taafa has been made the most of by the 
German pregs, and Malieota Tanus is de- 
scribed as the candidate of a London 
missionary society, at whose station 
Chief Justice Chambers was a guest for 
many months. 

The Berlin newspapers continue their 
bitter comments on Great Britain. The 
semi-official Post strongly urges the 
reichstag to place at the government's 
disposal forthwith the whole amount of 
the appropriations passed in annual in- 
stallments for the naval increase. 


Acceptable to Canada. 

Washington, April 14.— When the 
United tates government recently pro- 
posed a modus vivendi on the Alaskan 
boundary to overcome the possibility of 
a lawless outbreak pending a final ad- 
justment, the Btitish authorities referred 
the proposition to the Canadian authori- 
tles at Ottawa. The Ottawa govern- 
ment has responded with an acceptance 
of the general idea of a modus vivendi. 
This must now go to the British foreign 
office. 

Can Read His Own Obituary. 

London, April 14.—The Press associa- 
tion of this city yesterday announced 
in unmistakeable terms the death of 
John S. Sargent, the American artist. 
All the afternoon papers here printed 
the announcement, and some of them 
contained lengthy and appreciative re- 
views of Mr. Sargent’s career, Inves- 
tigation showed the report to be un- 
true. Mr. Sargent is alive and enjoy- 
ing good health. 


Ball Players Don’t Like It. 
Washington, April 14.—During the 
practice games of the various baseball 
clubs it was found that the balk rule 
adopted by the national league was un- 
gatisfactory. The old rule, in relation to 
the bases, provided that a motion made 
by the pitcher to throw to any base with- 
out delivering the ball should be a balk. 
A change has been adopted so as to make

It believes that the patriotic soldiers 
who enter their country’s service have 
a right to demand that the President 
of the United States shall guard their 
lives and welfare rather than jeopardize 
them by paying his party debts with 
his appointments to office. 

It believes that the trusts are dis- 
astrous to the interests of the laborer, 
the merchant and the consumer. 

In addition, it reaffirms its declara- 
tions in regard to national issues, and to 
the conduct of s.ate affairs.

A SETBACK FOR QUAY,

Philadelphia, April 15.—The fifth 
@ay’s proceedings in the trial of ex- 
United States Senator Quay opened with 
the continued examination of William 
E. Hagan, the handwriting expert.

After April 30, 1891, when Mr. Hopkins 
appeared on the scene, a new system was 
adopted. This entailed the addition of 
another book, now known as the “red 
book,”’ to the books heretofore kept by 
the bank. 

Meyer Goldsmith, an expert account- 
ant, was the witness upon which the 
commonwealth depended to accomplish 
its contention. During the whole course 
of the expert's examination, objection 
after objection was made by the de- 
fense, and as frequently overruled by 
Judge Bidd! while the district attorney 
in logical sequence drew from the wit- 
ness his conclusions as to the book, based 
upon a comparison of what was writt: 1 
on its pages with what appeared in th- 
other books. After it was all over, 
four hours of examination and cross- 
examination, interspersed with argu- 
ment, this much was sworn to by the 
witness: 

Two accounts of upwards of $1000 in 
the regular books were incomplete and 
inaccurate, unless explained by entries 
in the “red ook.” One was an item for 
$1519, entered in the individual ledger 
to the credit of the person who received 
it. The witness was not permitted to 
designate the person by name. He 
found this item on the stub of the cash- | 
ier’s check book, but what it represented | 
he could not say until he had examined | 


the ca!culations in the ‘red book.” Here 
he found the amount entered, and the} 
indications that it had been paid by the 
cashier's check on Nov. 4, 1897. | 


Another item of $5532.10 he found in the 
regular book, dated May 24, 1894, and 
found the same item in the red book 
dated Oct. 30, 1894. He stated that 
there were other entries in the red book 
which explained transactions in the 
regular book, but the two instances 
specified were the only ones in which he 
could reach accurate conclusions as to 
their nature and purpose. 

Mr. Goldsmith said that when he first 
opened the “red book’’ he did not con- 
sider it a book of the bank, but when he 
compared the calculations entered on 
its pages with the transactions in the 
other books, he was forced to consider 
ita bpok ofthe bank. He explained this 
by saying that prior to 1891 calculations 
such as appeared in the “red book” were | 
regularly entered in the ledger, but since |! 
then the “red book” had

ON CORREGIDOR ISLAND. 


New Site For the American 
Army Hospital at Manila.

THE SITUATION Is DELIGHTFUL, 


{sland Where Our Soldiers Are Tak- 
en to Recaperate Is at the Mouth of 
Manila Bay—Natural Fortress That 
Commands the Approach the 
City.

Arthur C. Johnson. special war cor- 
respondent of The Rocky Mountain 
News, writing from Manila under date 
of Jan. 22, describes the new site for 
the American army hospital at Manila | 
as follows: 

Corregidor island may be termed one 
of the beauty spots of the Philippine | 
group. Compared to nearly all the other 
islands of the archipelago it is but a4 
mere speck protruding from the x

but close investigation discovers a 
stretch of nagrly three miles of pictur- 
esque rocks, banana and pineapple 
groves, bubbling springs and sheltered 
little bays on the shore line. 

Corregidor, or Alderman, island is ]o- 
cated squarely in the entrance to Ma- 
nila bay. Its rocky promontories have | 
for centuries frowned down on the sea 
craft which have crept past its base to | 
gain the broad expanse of Manila bay 
and tack away to the city of Manila, 28 | 
miles off. It halted the Spanish galleons 
which 200 years ago entered and left | 
the bay bound to and from Mexico twice | 
a year with their loads of treasure. The 
| island was the first to inspect the ships | 

of England, France and Germany when } 
| they came 


poking their noses into the | 
bay looking for trade. When Dewey and | 
the Americans sailed past the island in | 
the gloom of midnight a hoarse gun on 
a Corregidor hi!]l demanded ‘‘Halt!’’ but 
failed to bring down its man when the 
order was not obeyed. | 

On Dec. 1 the government took its 
first steps toward instituting a conva- 
lescent hospital on Corregidor island. 
The 5,000 bed hospital which formerly 
existed in Caznp Merritt, San Francise: , 
had been transported to Manila on the 
Scandia. Major Owens, with Steward 
R. F. Geraghty as his right hand man 
and 60 hospital men of the regular serv 
ice, went to Corregidor and cleared 
space for the hospital. Today there is a 
little cclony of tents situdted where the 
old Spanish arsenal stood, and 200 pa- 
tients who have run the gantlet of 
the army hospitals in Manila bask in 
the sunshine and drink in the drafts of 
fresh sea air. The waves of a tiny cove 
lap the shore beside the camp and make 
an excellent bathing place. 

The regular boat service to Corregidor 
was inaugurated on Christmas day, 
1898. Thomas J. Tarsney, formerly ad- 
jutant general of the state of Colorado, 
is at the head of the enterprise, and the 
company is already doing a lucrative 
excursion business as well as handling 
government transportation contracts. 
The side wheel steamer Manila leaves 
the Pasig river wharf each morning at 
8:30 loaded with the 24 hours’ supply 
of fresh meat for the Robinson Crusoes 
on Corregidor, pale faced soldiers and 
pleasure seekers. 

The journey requires three hours. At 
the end of that time the traveler has 
begun to pay some attention to the lit- 
tle heap of rocks and is able to discern 
a tower on the very pinnacle of a small 
mountain, which turns out to be the 
celebrated revolving Corregidor light, 
which may be seen 20 miles out in the 
China sea. This lighthouse is now in 
charge of a United States signal corps 
detachment. There are about 500 Fili- 
pinos on the island, so it is necessary to 
garrison the place to protect the hospi- 
tal. The Pennsylvania camp is buta 
few hundred yards along the shore from 
the village of Corregidor. 

High upon the promontory overhang- 
ing the town may be seen the vine clad 
ancient fortifications of the Spaniards. 
From the wharf the road divides, one 
branch entering the little thatched vil- 
lage and the other passing through a 
queer little gate built into the cliffs and 
opening the way to the collection of ar- 
senal buildings, little whitewashed stone 
affairs, which have all been occupied by 
Steward Geraghty and his hospital. 

The tent space for the hospital has 
been cleared from banana groves. The 
tents are pitched end to end, usually 
mn slightly sloping ground, which is 
well drained. The front opening of a 
ward discloses a long aisle of center 
poles and cots. The patients are all dis- 
missed and either running about or 
lolling on their army blankets. The 
buildings which were occupied by the 
old Spanish garrison have been turned 
into quarters and storerooms. One of 
the principal places of storage for the 
hospital is the little Corregidor church. 
This is a cement building about 40 feet 
long and maar with the regulation 
thapel altar. A huge sheet of canvas 
bas been hung up to protect the images 
snd fittings of the altar and the entire 
front of the church piled with scores of 
thests of military medical supplies, 
barrels of brandy, army blankets, mat- 
tresses and all the necessaries of a well 
equipped hospital. 

The island is heavily wooded with 
mountainous tropical growths, and the 
shore is niched with bays. The rocky 
|points have command of the region for 
80 miles around and will make wonder- 
| fully strong battery points when the 
United States commences to modernize 
the defenses of Manila. 

At 8 o'clock the steamer draws away 
from the wharf, and Corregidor has 
pulled up her drawbridge for the night.

PORK CAUSED AN INDIAN WAR 


A Question of Beef Cost Uncle Sam 
$20,000,000 In Another Case. 

“The present beef inquiry,’’ said an 
official of the war department, ‘‘recalls 
the fact that one cf the most expensive 
Indian wars we ever had was caused by 
the efforts of a contractor for furnish- 
ing supplies to the Indians to foist upon 
them a lot of hog meat that did not 
come up to the standard. This was 
back in 1862. The contractor unloaded 
a consignment of what he pretended 
was prime pork, but proved to be the 
refuse portions of hogs, consisting most- 
ly of heads. It was the Sioux Indians 
he wanted to feed on this, but they 
made a vigorous kick. The contractor 
very unwisely tried to force his objec- 
tionable pork on them, and there was a 
rebellion. The Indians put on their war 
paint and went scalp hunting. Generals 
Sibley and Sully, with fully 15,000 
men, had months of the hardest kind of 
fighting to bring the braves to their 
pork. Our loss of life was not great, 
but the campaign was an expensive 
one. 
“Ten years prior to this war the 
great Sioux war began, and this, too, 
had the beef question mixed up in it— 
in fact, was the cause of the war. How- 
ever, the beef was on the hoof and not 
in cans or refrigerated. Near the mili- 
tary post at Fort Laramie some Sioux 
were camped, and one day a train of 
Mormon emigrants came along, having 
with them several cows. Some of the 
Indians were beef hungry, and a brave 
stepped out and killed one of the cows, 
and he and his friends had a feast. The 
Mormons complained to the officer in 
charge of the post, and he sent out 20 
men under command of an officer. The 
soldiers demanded the surrender of the 
Indian who had killed the cow, but this 
was positively declined, the Indians de- 


claring, however, that they were ready 
and willing to pay the Mormons the | 
The officer would | 


full value of the cow. 
not listen to any such proposition, and 
after again demanding the surrender of 
the cow killer and meeting with a re- 
fusal he ordered his men to open fire. 
‘‘Well, in less time than it takes to 
tell it the Indians had killed and scalped 
the officer and his 20 men. This blood 
made the Sioux ugly, and they were 
ready for more, and the fight which be- 
gan about the shooting of one cow was 
the beginning of 9 war which lasted 
for more than three years and cost this 
government $20,000,000, to say noth- 
ing of the loss of hundreds of lives. I 
am forced to say that this war could 
have been—or, anyway, might have 
been—averted if the officer had acted 
with any degree of judgment and dis- 
cretion.’’—New York Sun. 


QUICKEST CAMERA KNOWN. 


Machine That Will Turn Out a Pic- 
ture In 1-600 of a Second. 

What is to be the fastest camera in 
the world is being constructed in Chi- 
cago for the Smithsonian institution at 
Washington. The specifications for this 
splendid instrument require that it 
shall be capable of making a successful 
exposure in one-six-hundredth part of a 
second, and it is hoped that this speed 
will be so greatly incre.sed that a good 
negative may be secured by an exposure 
of only a thousandth of a second. This 
marvelous rapidity in photographing 
has never been approached save by one 
camera, which is said to have secured a 
negative by an exposure of one-five- 
hundredth of a second. 

A better appreciation of the marvel- 
ous alertness of this mechanical eye is 
to be gained from the statement that it 
is capable of catching the image of an 
arrow speeding through midair while 
the bowstring is still quivering from 
the recoil of its propulsive action. The 
snap of its trigger when its sights are 
well aimed for an instant on the body 
of the fleetest game bird in full flight 
wil] imprint on the negative a faithful 
picture. The camera is designed by 
William Gaertner, who was formerly 
in the employ of the Smithsonian insti- 
tution.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch

Graphic Story of Life Aboard the 
Raleigh at Capture of Manila, 


All Regretted That the Bat- 
tle Ended So Quickly. 


Warship Receives an Enthusiastic Reception on 
Her Return to New York. 


New York, April 17.—The career of the 
cruiser Raleigh, from the time she left 
this port nearly two years ago until her 
return home Saturday night, 
remarkable The accounts of he 
participation in the fight at Manils 
intensely interesting. The folk

Raleigh, the time dating from the hour 
when the cruiser was stripped for ac- 
tion: 


Saturday, April 30, the 


commanding officers of the fleet repaired 


About 6 p. m. 


on board the Olympia for final consulta- 
tion with the commodore. Captain 
Coghlan with a typewritten 
document and ordered “All hands called 
to muster’ on the quarter deck. Amid 
a dead silence he mounted one of the poor 
ladders and said: “I want to read the 
proclamation of the governor general of 
Manila to let you see what he thinks of 
you.” 

(Consul Seneral Williams had brought 
a translation of this remarkable 
ment, which had been published in all 
the papers and placarded over the town 
on the 23rd—the day he left Manila.) 

The captain then read it. In amaze- 
ment we listened toitslanguage. “We 
were composed of all the social ex- 
ecrescences of the world. A squadron 
manned by foreigners, possessing neither 
instruction nor discipline, was coming 
to their archipelago to try torob them of 
life, honor gnd liberty.’’” We were “to 
enslave the natives, pillage the holy 
Catholic churches and gratify our lust- 
ful passions at the expense of their 
wives and daughters’ honor. 

“Vain designs, ridiculous boastings. 
The struggle would be short and de- 
cisive; the God of victories would give 
them one as complete as the righteous- 
ness of their cause demanded,” etc., etc. 

Towards the close, musterings among 
the men could be heard and faces were 
seen to draw and assume a look of iron- 
ical amusement and gross determina- 
tion. As he finished the captain said: 
“We run the forts tonight and attack the 
fleet tomorrow morning. Then sho 
them what you are made of and can do. 
Pipe down.” 

Roar upon roar, cheer upon cheer of 
defiance went up fromthe crew. Prac- 
tically the same scene was enacted on 
each of the other ships. 

At 8 p. m. all preparations had been 
made. All lights save one stern light to 
keep position by were extinguished or 
obscured. The crew were silently sent 
to quarters. Corregidor island, which 
rises in the mouth of the bay, could be 
seen ahead and on our port bow. The 
bright moonlight made it seem impos- 
sible that the enemy should not discern 
us. The guns were loaded. As we had 
along night before us, and the time w hen 
the battery would be needed was uncer- 
tain, as the intention was to slip by the 
forts unobserved if possible, the word 
was passed along that the crew need not 
remain strictly at their stations, but be 
ready for an instant call. The officers 
and gun captains were to remain in the 
immediate vicinity of their guns. 

The men were gathered in knots around 
the deck, chatting and laughing in sub- 
dued tone, and watching eagerly the dark 
mass of Corregidor island and the steady 
course the flagship light stood. The 
powder division were all below at their 
stations for passing ammunition from 
the magazines. In this division, it may 
be noted, were all the servants of the of- 
ficers, including Chinese and Japanese, 
a mixed lot that could not be expected to 
burn with a great degree of patriotic 
fervor. How they would act when the 
shells began to scream was doubtful. 
When the fight was over it was a matter 
of comment and mild wonderment among 
the officers at the cheerful and cool man- 
ner in which these Celestials and Latins 
performed their duties and entered into 
the excitement of the battle. Nota man 
showed fear, but on the contrary all ex- 
pressed regret that there was “no more 
fight.” 

At about midnight the fleet was ex- 
actly between the islands of Corre gidor 
and El Fraile and about three-quarters 
of a mile distent from the latter. Beyond 
the flash of a couple of signal lights on 
shore, the enemy gave no evidence of 
having discovered us. The men below 
decks not being ab's to watch passing 
events had gotten out their banjos and 
guitars and were singing softly the old 
patriotic and familiar songs of country, 
Paes ana mother. This form did not 
have a cheering effect. Suddenly, by a 
stroke of inspiration, one who felt as 
most of us did started up, “There'll Bea 
Hot Time in the Old Town Tonight.” 
The strain was relieved and a quiet but 
mirthful laugh went around while each 
joined in the chorus. 

We were still laughing at some im- 
provised and approp wriate words when a 
flash came and the whistle an d scream 
of an 8-inch shell caused everybody to 
grow silent and “duck.” Each man 
looked at his neighbor to see if he had 
done likewise and sighed with relief 
when he saw that he had company. This

FORAGE FOR GRUB. 


Troops in Philippines Sometimes 
Resort to It. 


(Continued from Friday.) 


Jaro, Philippine Islands, 
February 13, 1899. 
The next day at noon the firing 
began again, with our company in 
the reserve, as we did the work the 
day before, but before we got to Jaro we 


were the first ones to enter the town, and | 


we went right through it, and five 
miles beyond, until it got so dark we 
couldn’t see. There were only sixty 
four men, and a rapid fire gun, and it 
is a wonder we were not cut off from 
Our regiment and slanghtered. But 
probably the enemy thought we were 
just in advance of the main body, so 
they let us alone. 

We had to go back and finally halted 
on the edge of the town and had our 
supper of coffee and hard tack, which 
we divided up with L company, as 
their rations hadn’t come. 

The whole company was then sent 
out to do picket duty, from eight until] 
twelve, and from two until six. That 
was pretty tough, only two hours to 
rest in after two hard days work, no 
sleep and hardly anything to eat. My 
eyes are fairly burning up from peer- 
ing intolthe dark woods trying to see 
fifty feet ahead when it 
possible to see ten. But

the night 


passed away at last and only a few 
shots were fired all night. 
When we went to breakfast there 


wasn'ta single thing to eat and then 
Capt. Wheeler lad to do something 
terribly against his will. He had to 
let us ‘‘hustle’* and forage for grub. 


Talk about sport. In half an hour 
we had chickens, eggs, fruit, sugar, 


coffee, two pigs, 4 lot of goats and a 
cow, and then we went to work getting 
breakfast. It was a regular slaughter 
house. alph and Dave and I had our 
breakfast together. I hunted Ralph 
up, for he cooks for captain and is an 
expert at it. I did the rushing and he 
and Dave cleaned and cooked the 
chickens. We had chicken soup, and 
there were four whole chickens in it 
besides rice and radishes to give it a 
relish. 

Besides that we had coffee and 
canned peaches and sardines. I came 
across a fellow, witha loaf of bread, 
and I offered him a cow for the bread 
and he wouldn't take it. When a 
fellow would prefer a piece of bread to 
a whole cow he shows he has had all 
the hard tack he wants to eat and more 
besides. We ate everything we cooked, 
and felt like new mou. I felt like an 
alderman looks,and I had to loosen my 
belt a good deal. After breakfast, Capt. 
Wheeler said, if we needed any under- 
cloths and other articles we could take 
them. You see we didn’t bring a 
single thing with us, not even our 
knapsacks, for if we have got to whip 
these people we have got to catch 
them first, and so the less we take 
with us the better. I got two sets of 
underclothes, stockings, pens and 
ink, this writing tablet which I am 
scribbling on, a hair brush and comb, 
towels, handkerchiefs and the Lord 
only knows what. 

I only took things I needed, for I 
could have taken silk dresses , beautiful 
ornaments, and almust everything but 
money. If had my trunk here and was 
settled down I should have a lot of fine 
souvenirs but as we are on the jump 
all the time I can’t carry them with 
me. 

We found a dandy piano and 
took it out in the street and had a fine 
time singing and playing. I think it 
was one of the most novel sights I ever 
saw. There were fellows standing 
around that piano singing, with guns 
in their hands ready to fight at a 
moment’s notice but just then were en- 
joying themselves as much as if they 


we 


had been at home at a concert and 
perhaps more so. We sang ‘‘There 
will be a hot time the in old town 


tonight,’’ and it seemed to express the 
feelings of all of us so we made up 
verses about Jaro, [loilo, E Company 
and most everything we could think 
of; until the player got so tired he 
refused to play it any more. We sang 
the ‘‘Star Spangled Banner,’’ so loud 
that the natives must have been scared 
miles away. 

At last we put the piano back in the 
house and hustled for dinner. It was 
fun watching the boys chasing the pigs 
and chickens, and of all the animals on 
this earth that is hard to catch I think 
it isa pig unless it be an insurgent. 
We own an ox and a horse and a 
couple of wagons so we won't have 
to carry, the food and amunition on 
our backs any more. Capt. Wheeler 
didn’t ask us where we got them, for 
of course it wouldn't do any good if he 
did. 

This is the place where the officers 
have to come down a bit and treats us 
like men, We have got two officers 
of the company who are not afraid of 
anything, and our lieutenant is a 
‘‘beaut.’’ He tires the advance guard 
all out trying to keep “up with him. 
Gen. Miller has great confidence in 
Capt. Wheeler and I think he will 
probably have him made a major and 
we will be glad if he does, for he is all 
right. 

Gen. Miller said that he was going 
to make special mention of E Company

duty tonight and tomorrow. I had a 
fine sleep last night as the whole com- 
pany was excused from duty, owing to 
the hard work they have done since 
they landed. This is a fine clean town 
and beats Manila and Cavite’ all out 
for having nice clean streets and build- 
ings, ‘but of course it isn’t the busi- 
ness city that Manilla is, It is 
deserted now, and the only people that 
live here are the soldiers and a few 
Chinese. We expect reinforcements

last. The only troops here on the 
island are the Ist Tennessee of two 
battalions (800 men) and the 18th 
regulars (12,000 men). 

We are so scattered, a few troops 
here and there, all we can do is to 
form a thin skirmish line with no 
reserve to back us up.

get spread out in a skirmsh line that 
thin blue line is a hard one to get 
through. I think the enemy is going 
to retreat keeping its main army out 
of our reach until they lead away back 
into the country to some spot favorable 
to them and then they will sweep down 
onus from all sides. Bat if they do 
that [ am willing to bet that after the 
battle there will be five black bodies 
around every white one. They fight in 
pecans @ mean way, just like the Indians, 
that we are getting so we despise them 
and if we do come across their 
body we will Sight like devils.

not quite ripe. In another month we 
will have all the oranges, bananas 
and lots of other fruit I can’t name, 


that we want to eat. I am feeling fine 
and baring my sore eyes I never felt 
better in my life. Iam as happy as 
a clam and [I guess they must be 
pretty happy. This is just the life I 
love and as long as I stay in the army 
I hope we will be on the all the 
time.

landed. His name is Williams and his 
home is in Colorato. We were side 
by side in the skirmish line and we 
seem too agree with each other entirely 
when we get near a scrap, for he loves 
to be in a fight better than he likes to 
eat, and that is saying a good deal, 
for he has got a tremendous appetite.

We are 
going to stick to each other until

But mother don't think because I 
love this life so well that I don’t want 
tocome home. When everything is 
settled and it won't be long, I shall get 
out just as soon as they will let me. I 
think of you in all my quiet moments 
and wonder what you are doing now. 
I don’t suppose I will get a chance to 
mai] this letter for a week or two and 
guess by that time I will have to put it 
in two envelopes. I can’t write to the 
boys right away and so you can let 
them read this one. You must excuse 
this awful scribbling, for when bad 
paper, pen and penman are combined 
what could you expect.

Fraternal Organizations In Bay State 
Cannot Carry Arins, 


Spicy Debate In Legislature 
on the Subject. 


Sarcastic Allusfons to “Old Bettys” and “Tin 
Soldiers” Brought Out. 


Boston, April 18.—The right of fra- 
terna! organizations to carry imitation 
guns stirred up the liveliest kind of a de- 
bate in the house yesterday. 

Mr. Mellen intimated that there wasa 
ring in control of the militia affairs of 
Massachusetts, and that to de prive or- 
ganizations of the right to drill was class 
legislation. 

Mr. Lanergan of Boston questioned the 
right of the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery tocarry arms. He characterized 
the organization as simply an ornamen- 
tal one, for street parade purposes. 

Mr. Donahue of Fall River said the 
present law was the creation of the im- 
4ginations of a lot of “old bettys,” who 
think that because a man is giver 
privilege of drilling with a wooden gun 
he is an en y of the country. 

Mr. Lite Id of Middleboro saw dan- 
ger in the passage of such a law, for no 
one Would know what time these organ- 
izations might strike against the coun- 
try. “In the Civil war,” he 
saw what indep > 
izations did to keep 
If anybody wanted to carry r 
Was plenty of opportunity for him inthe 
regular army.” 

Mr. Judd of Holyoke favored the bill 
on the ground that it removed unjust 
discrimination. The Sons of Ve 
were debarred from carrying guns, and 
this he said was a rank injustice. The 
country needed the services of our young 
men in time of war and unless they are 
Proficient in the manual of arms they 
will not make good soldiers, 

Mr. McLaughlin of Worcester said 
there should not be special privil 
some, and he told of the tempe 
cadets of Worcester and of the be ne fit 
to the temperance ¢ 
from enlisting the enthusiasm of the 
young men in this way. The law of 1893 
led to their disbandment. 

Mr. Mellen said: “Why, 
that if we get what Is our right we will 
become anarchists, communists and 
socialists. If {it was not for the fraternal 
Organizations and the military instruc- 
tions they received, the late war would 
have been without many soldiers. In 
1861 the nation did not ask the Emmet 
Guards of Worcester whether it was in- 
dependent or not, but was glad to get 
their services, and the training they re- 
ceived in that organization counted for 
something. The state has not room in 
its militia for the young n who would 

> glad to get into it. Religionand race 
lines shoul i have nothing to do with this 
question.’ 

Mr. Murphy of Lawrence told of how 
80 members of an independent organiza- 
tion took the place of regular members 
of the state militia 

Mr. Driscoll of Chicopee said that the 
Second regiment was recruited in the 
last war largely from young men who 
were trained in the temperance and 
cadet societies. - 

Mr. Bresnahan of Boston, who intro- 
duced the bill, said that he favored it be- 
cause there were in Massachusetts hun 
dreds of young men who would like the 
opportunity of learning the manual of 
arms. No harm would come from carry- 
ing wooden guns, and he thought there 
was greater danger, if there was any at 
all, from carrying side arms. The pres- 
ent law was put upon the statute books

| As to the Course Americans Should Pursue In 


Dealing With Filipinos. 
London, April 18.—The Daily Chronicle 
publishes this morning an interview with 
Lieutenant General Clarke, agent gen- 


eral for Victoria and Tasmania, and for- 


mer governor and commander-in-chief 
of the straits settlements, regarding 
the American policy in the Philippines. 
Sir Andrew urges a thorough under- 
standing of the natf{ve character, anda 
government, so far as possibly, by native 
institutions.

opinion, should first discover Aguinaldo’s 
source of supplies, and then turn these 


into agencies of trade for the settlement

After that, he continues, they should 
buy out the religious orders, with the 
sanction of the pope, and attach the 
secular clergy in some way to the ad- 
ministration, securing their powerful in- 
fluence. ‘Underlying everything,” says 
Sir Andrew, “must be the good will of the 
natives. Then, with carefully selected 
administrators, the United States would 
have nothing to fear from the Fili- 
pinos.”

Sect. 3.—“In all cities every person who con- 
veys milk in carriages or otherwise for the pur- 
pose of selling the same in such city, shall annu- | 
ally on the first day of May, or within thirty | 
days thereafter, be licensed by the Inspector of | 
Milk of such city to sell milk within the limits | 
thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector fifty 
cents each to the use of the city.” | 

Sect. 4.—‘* Every person before selling milk | 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or | 
market-place in a city or in a town in which an 
inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, | 
shall register in the books of such inspector or | 
inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty | 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who-| 
ever neglects so to register shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty

WAR OF REVOLUTION : 


———.___ 


Fouzht to Secure Liberty’s Blessings 
and Government of Righteousness, 


Doctrines Still Dear to the 
Hearts of Americans. 


Senator Hoar and Ex-Minister Taylor Deliver | 


Addresses at Boston. 


Boston, April 20.—The Sons of the 
Revolution observed Patriots’ day by 
the unveiling of a tablet placed up the 
tomb in King’s chapel burying bin hae 
which marks the resting place of William 
Dawes, whose daring midnight ride of 
April 18-19, 1775, was of the same charac- 
ter and accomplished the same purpose 
as the ride of Paul Revere. 

The ceremony was followed by a ban- 
quet at the Hote] Vendome, at which 
Senator Hoar, Former United States 
Minister to Spain Taylor and Collector 
Lyman were the principal speakers. 

Mayor Frank H. Briggs presided at the 
banquet and introduced Senator Hoar, 
who spoke in part as follows: 

“It is an important purpose of your 
society, as I understanr it, to ates and 
preserve the history of the Revolution- 
ary time. The war of the Revolution 
Was no vulgar contest for empire or for 
glory. It was not even a contest for 
liberty alone. Our fathers fought for 
two things: 

“1—To secure the biessings of liberty 
for themselves and their children, and 

‘2—That they might found on eartha 
government of righteousness and on the 
law of God. It is this which has given 
to our fathers of the Revolution their 
peculiar glory. You would think from 
some recent utterances that some people 
were of the opinion that if the American 
scldier is to be respected in the world 
hereafter, he must be half a savage and 
half a beast, fighting to impose his do- 
minion upon unwilling peoples and sub- 
ject races, and that in that way only the 
sons of the Pilgrims, and the men of the 
Revolution, are to become a world 
power. The men or the nations who 
fight for freedont or justice, who fig 
for the great doctrines of the open 
sentences of our deciaration of indepen- 
dence, are the men and the nations that 
live in the grateful memory of mankind, 
and not the men or the nations who fight 
for dominion or empire. We should as 
soon have thought, three years ago, of 
asking the Savior of mankind to come 
down from the mount and take service 
under a Roman centurian, or gointo the 
employ or Tiberius in order not to be 
isolated, as to have asked the American 
people to descend from its lofty height 
to engage in the diplomatic quarrels of 
Europe, or the scuffies for empire in Asia, 

‘Mr. President, I for one do not believe 
that the temper and character of the 
American people has changed in a 12- 
month. I believe that the principles of 
the constitution and the principles of the 
declaration, that the doctrine on which 
the Revolution was fought and won, are 
still dear to the heart of the American 
people.” 

Hannis Taylor then spoke on “The 
Fathers of the Revolution as Standards 
for Imitation.” His remarks were as 
follows: 

“Only after a careful review and ac- 
curate understanding of what has been 
and may be the legitimate bounds of 
our expansion in this hemisphere, with- 
in the circle of influence which the fa- 
thers contemplated, is it possible t 
measure the stupendous folly and dan- 
ger involved ina wild scheme of military 
conquest, which is now threatening not 
only to draw us into new methods of gov- 
ernment, into the maintenance ofa large 
standing army, with its consequent ex- 
pense, but to inevitably bring us very 
near to the crater of eruption in the 
far east whose activity is imminent.” 

“We have no right, either legal or 
moral, to reduce the 9,000,000 of far-dis- 
tant Filipinos to servitude through 
bloodshed and slaughter; we have no 
commercial interest in such an enter- 
prise to justify the sacrifice in tropical 
jungles of our heroic sons, ever ready to 
die for their country. Let us gather 
hope from the fact that the growing op- 
position to this unwise and unholy un- 
dertaking is confined to no party.” 


The Marathon Race. 

Boston, April 20.—Lawrence Brignoli 
of the Cambridge Gymnasium Athletic 
association won the third Boston Ath- 
letic association’s Marathon 25-mile 
road race yesterday, leading his nearest 
rival, Dick Grant of the Knickerbocker 
Athletic club of New York, by over half 
a mile. Owing to the heavy easterly 
gale, against which the men ran all the 
way, the race was more severe than the 
two preceeding, and Brignoli was over 
12 minutes tehind the record. With 
the exception of Hallen of the New West 
Side Athletic association of New York, all 
the men were completely exhausted 
when they finished, every one losing from 
three to five pounds. Brignoliand Grant 
had a grand race to within six miles of 
the finish, when the latter collapsed. 
Brignoli was also forced to rest when 
within two miles of the line. Seventeen 
started and 11 finished.

AN ORDINANCE 


In Relation to Children Under 
Sixteen Years of Age. 


CITY 


OF 


QUINCY. 


In the year one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-nine. 


Be it Ordained ly the City Council of Quincy 
as follows: 

Section 1. No child under sixteen years of 
age shall be, loiter or remain upon any street, 
highway, park or other public way or place in 
this city after the hour of nine o’clock in the 
afternoon of any day, unless accompanied by, or 
under the control or care of a parent, guardian 
or other adult person, or performing or return- 
ing from employment or from the performance 
of some duty, directed in writing by said arent, 
guardian or other adult person, and no suc 1 child, 
while performing such duty, or returning from 
the performance thereof, or from employment, 
shall loiter upon any such street, highway, park 
or other public way or place. 

SxcTion 2. The Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall cause two blows to be struck on the 
Fire Alarm Bells each evening at 8.55 o’colck. 

Sxction 3. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding five dollars tor each 
offence.

All the street railways do not get 
their franchises for nothing. This 
week the aldermen of Brockton granted 
a franchise on Centre street, with 
these conditions which have been ac- 
cepted by company.

QUITE UNEXPECTED. 
Prosecution In the Quay Case Has Presented | 
All the Evidence It Possesses. 
Philadelphia, April 20.—The prosecu- 
tion in the trial of ex-United States Sena- 
tor Quay for alleged conspiracy closed 
its case yesterday. The general opinion 
had been that the trial would drag 
through many more days. Theend came 
at 2 o’clock, and after a brief consulta- 
tion among counsel fur the defense and 
Judge Biddle, the latter adjourned court 
until today in order that Mr. Quay’s 
lawyers might have time to consider 
what steps they should take with respect 

to the presentation of their side. 

It was stated that the question of en- 
tering deniurrers to the prosecution’s | 
evidence or proceeding with the taking 
of testimony would be decided by the 
defence’s counsel at once. From the 
evidence already presented it is ap- 
parent that the commonwealth depends 
largely for conviction on the testimony 
of its expert, Meyer Goldsmith, as to 
his interpretations of the accounts in 
the “red book” and other books of the 
People’s bank, and upon the jury's opin- 
fon of the books, papers, letters, tele- 
grams and checks offered in evidence. 

As to what extent the testimony of the 
defense’s expert, should he be called, 
may offset Mr. Goldsmith's testimony, 
remains to be seen. The contention of 
the defense in argument and cross-ex~ 
amination has been that the calculations 
of Mr. Goldsmith are not borne out by 
the books, but, on the other hand, show 
that Mr. Quay did not use state money 
nor receive interest on state deposits, 
and that whatever loans he received 
Were made in the customary manner 
and backed by sufficient collateral.

to Have Been Arrested, 


Surprised While Supplying 
Rebels With Arms, 


Ufficials at Washington Inclined to Look With 
Deubt Upon the Story.

, April 21.—The steam- 
which arrived last night, 
es that the commander of 
the German man-of-war Falke, at Sa- 


er Aorangi,

moa, has been arrested by the British, 
and is now held a prisoner on the Brit- 
ish vessel Porpoise. 

He was syrprised by a squad of Brit- 
ish sailors handing arms and ammuni- 


tion to Mataafa’s men. The report was 
brought to 4 ralla by the passengers 
on the steamer Upola. 


After the arrest of the Falke’s com- 
mander, a conference was held between 
Captain Sturdee and Admiral Kautz, and 
the Porpoise and the Philadelphia 
steamed into pvusition on either side of 
the Falke. Orders were then sent 
aboard that if the Falke made a move 


of any kind she would be blown out of 
the water. No one is allowed to go 
aboard or leave the German ship-of-war 
without permission, written and signed 
by either Captain Sturdee of the Por- 
poise or miral Kautz. 

Fighting continues between the forces 
of Mataafa and Malietoa Tanus. Bush 
fights, with slight loss of life are daily 
occurrences, and business is practically 
at a standstill. 

There ts considerable sickness among 


the seamen of the Porpoise and 
the Philadelphia. Three of the 
Porpoise’s crew died from fever. 


Lieutenant Garnet of the Porpoise is 


among the sick. Mataafa’s cause in 
waning. 
April 4 is the date on which the re- 


ported arrest was made. 


Doubted by Long and Hay. 

Washingten, April 21.—The statement 
that the commander of the German 
cruiser Falke had been arrested at Apia 
by the British naval commander was at 
once scouted by the officials to whom it 
Was referred here, Both Secretary Hay 
and Secretary Long expressed their dis- 
belief in the accuracy of the report. It 
is suggested that the steamer’s crew had 
heard of the arrest of the German mana- 
ger of the plantation where the American 
and British sailors were ambushed and 
had concluded that the person arrested 
Was the German commander. It is 
pointed out in official German quarters 
that the arrest of the commander of one 
warship by the commander of another 
ship is an absurdity. 

Does This Explain It? 

San Francisco, April 21.—Malil advices 
received here from Apia, and dated 
March 24, tell of a little incident which 
occurred just before the bombardment 
by the American and British warships 
commenced. The German man-of-war 
Was about to leave the harbor on some 
mysterious mission, when Admiral 
Kautz signalled her to return and take 
care of the German residents, as the 
bombardment of the city by the Ameri- 
can and Brttish was about to commence. 
The German returned to her position and 
during the shelling took on many Ger- 
man residents. This incident, combined 
with the arrest of a prominent German 
planter for aiging the rebels, is, perhaps, 
the one referred to in the Victoria ad- 
vices, and in some manner misconstrued 
by the passengers on the Aorangi. 


The George Trial. 

Canton, O., April 2L.—The defense for 
Mrs. George yesterday put on the stand 
a witness who testified that she saw a 
man in along biack mackintosh and 
cape, wearing a white sailor hat, passing 
her home, which is on one of the routes 
from the Althouse home to the center of 
the city, soon after the shoot@g of Sax- 
ton. This evidence was intended to cor- 
roborate a witness who previously testi- 
fied that a “man in black” Was seen ap- 
proaching the Althouse home, Newton 
George, the 17-year-old son of the ac- 
cused, testified as to the intimate rela- 
tions between his mother and Saxton. 
Quite a number of court records were in- 
troduced in evidence. The defense has 
nearly concluded its case. 

i 
Extensive Migration. 

Montreal, April 21—The exodus of 
Canadians to New England this spring 
is the heaviest for many years and is 
causing the immigration officials some 
uneasiness. The backward spring in 
Canada, higher wages and improved out- 
look in manufacturing towns in the 
States are the causes of the movement. 
It is estimated that almost 20,000 per- 
sons, a large proportion of whom are 
French-Canadians, have crossed the line 
this s Usually at this time the tide 
of travel favors Canada, but this year 
the influx is very limited.

Vienna, April 21—The Neue Freie 
Presse asserts that the estate left by the 
late Baroness Maurice de Hirsch de 
Gereuth, who died April 1, is valued at 
£25,000,000, of which £20,000,000 will be 
expended in carrying on the various 
charities founded or fostered by the 
baron and baroness.

PROGRESSING SATISFACTORILY. 


Story That General Otis Has Thus Reported 
Concerning Peace Negotiations. 

New York, April 21.—The Press prints 
the following dispatch from its corre- 
spondent at Washington: At the war 
department the hopeful feeling concern- 
ing the Philippine situation is encour- 
aged by a cable from General Otis Thurs- 
day. He reports that the negotiations 
for peace are progressing satisfactorily. 
The commanding general says that he 
does not wish to make definite promises 
or predictions, but he believes he soon 
will be able to announce a result of com- 
munications passing between the com- 
mission and the leaders of the insurg- 
ents. The state department has similar 
information from civil sources, and con- 
fidence is expressed that the outcome of 
the efforts to establish American au- 
thority will be a success, 

Precisely what the terms are is not 
known. It can be stated on authority 
that even the president is not aware 
what terms the commission is offering to 
Aguinaldo and hisassoclates, The com- 
mission has much discretion. It can givé 
assurances in regard to amnesty and 
local government. It is in a position to 
make the conditions of surrender liberal. 
The president has believed for some time 
that if the commissioners could get into 
free communication with the insurgents 
they would satisfy them that the inter- 
ests of the Filipinos lay in the acceptance 
of American authority. 

It is understood that Agoncillo, hear- 
ing of the negotiations at home, intends 
coming to the United States from Paris. 
He wishes to be in reach of the president 
or the state department, that he may 
not be left out of the deal. He will not 
be received ofdicially, but he can be af- 
forded the p®vilege of talking with the 
American avhorities, if he has any de- 
sire for ir} mation. He will be told 
again conc. ang the power of congress 
to provide ¢ form of government fcr 
the Filipin He also will be made 
aware of the umpossibility of President 
McKinley granting immediate inde- 
pendence to the archipelago, as was de- 
manded in the beginning,

Boston, Apri] 21.—After a debate last- 
ing nearly all day the house killed the 
bill providing ror a change in the method 
of distributing taxes on corporations. 

A bill perfecting the present law on 
caucuses was passed. 

The senate killed the bill reorganizing 
the Boston school committee. 

An appropriation of $5000 for a Massa- 
chusetts exhibit at the Pan-American 
exposition at BQYalo was reported by 
the federal relations committee. 

Ought not to pass was reported on the 
bill to allow labor organizations and 
trade unions to pay sick and death bene- 
fits. 

Senator Putnam had an order to permit 
the committee on manufactures to send 

for persons and papers in connection with 

its investigation of the question of the 
consolidation of Boston gas companies 
tabled, to await an opinion of the at- 
torney general as to the right of the state 
to compel consolidation. 

The governor appointed a man to fill 
the place until recently occupied by 
Henry M. Whitney as chairman of the 
pharmacy board. This nominee was 
Charles F. Nixon of Leominster. Mr. 
Nixon is about 45 years old, has a drug 
store in Leominster and is at present an 
instructor in the Massachusetts college 
of pharmacy in Boston, 

Wilmot R. Evans was reappointed on 
the metropolitan water board, and David 
N. Skillings of Winchester on the metro- 
politan park commission. 


He Got Excited. 

London, April 21.—There was a curious 
scene at question time in the house of 
commons yesterday. James M. Mac- 
Lean, Conservative, commenced ques- 
tioning the secretary of state for India, 
Mr. Hamilton, in an irritating manner, 
for which he was frequently called to 
order by the Ministeralists and by the 
speaker. Finally, turning angrily to 
the Ministerial benches, Mr. MacLean 
shouted: “If the Unionists do not want 
me, I can join the opposition.” Suiting the 
action to the words, Mr. Mac Lean 
crossed over to the opposition benches, 
where he was greeted with a storm of 
Liberal applause and ironical ministerial 
laughter. The angry member finally 
left the house.

City Solicitor Blackmur Tries 
for Specific Sum. 


Considerable Opposition 
to It on Precedent. 


A Member of the Committee 
favors It, However. 


Quincy was represented by City 
Solicitor Blackmur, and a stenographer 
to take evidence, at the State House 
today before the Committee on Ways 
and Means, at a hearing on the general 
appropriation bill for the Metropolitan 
Park Commissioners, wherein there is 
supposed to be provisions for the taking 
of the Quincy shore reservation and 
boulevard, although no lot or bound is 
specifically mentioned. 

Mr. Blackmur attempted to get the 
Committee to report an amendment to 
the general bill, specifically designating 
Quincy as the place wherein certain 
simsshould be expended for reserya- 
tion and boulevard for this year. 

There was considerable opposition 
to the amendment, on the ground that 
it changed the precedent of not giving 
specific appropriations to the Park 
Commission. The committee, how- 
ever, took the matter under advise- 
ment. 

One of the committee made the 
statement after the hearing that he was 
convinced of the justice of the Quincy’s 
request, and that he would be prepared 
to offer a minority report of the neces- 
sity to secure the incorporation of a 
specific reference to Quincy in the bill 
they were considering. 

He also stated that he had since 
been informed that the committee 
intended there should be out of the 
appropriation of $300,000, $100,000 for 
takings and $25,000 for construction of 
the Quincy shore reservation, and that 
out of the $500,000, $55,000 was for 
Quincy. 

Mr. Las Casas, chairman of the Park 
Commission, in answer to a question 
of Mr. Blackmur, stated that at the 
request of the Committee on Metro- 
politan Affairs he had prepared a state- 
ment of the cost of the taking of the 
Quincy shore front, and had submitted 
the same tothem. He further stated 
if the reseryation or boulevard could 
be taken for $180,000 that undoubtedly 
his commission would regard it their 
duty to expend that sum for the pur- 
pose.

Henry H. Faxon Says We Hare 
Too Much Unused Property. 


To the Editor of the Ledger: 

In viewing matters from a business 
standpoint I have for years, been as- 
tonished at the dereliction of duty on 
the part of city officials in not caring 
for, or disposing of property under 
their supervision. 

The following is a iist of parcels of 
real estate which should be improved 
or sold at once:

being deprived of every year through 
the neglect of it officials. Moreover, 
where the property consists of build- 
ings, the depreciation in value is very 
great, especially when glass is broken 
and other damage is done by vandals, 
as in the cuse of the Steamer and Hose 
house on School street. 

The pumping station, which is no 
longer used for the purposes intended, 
should be utilized or disposed of in 
some manner, as machinery when not 
running rapidly decreases in value, 
unless given special attention. For the 
past three months this plant has been 
ran for no other purpese than to sound 


the fire alarm whistle, consuming 
about one thousand pounds of coal 


per day, in addition to the expense of 
an engineer’s salary and house rent. 

These unbusiness-like transactions 
continue, real estate owner 
look calmly on and wonder why their 
tax bills are sv large and are amazed 
at the annual dwindling of their net 
incomes.

I hope that the present administra- 
tion will either dispose of the property 
to which I have referred, or explain to 
the suffering taxpayers the reason for 
leaving it uncared for. 
Knowing what I do Sf the political 
affairs of this city, I would not advise 
aman with visible property to make

desires to be taxed out of existence.

Control People of United States, In 
the Estimation of Bryan. 


Republicans Blamed Fer Need 
of More Soldiers. 


Opposed to Christianity When Necessary to Fir 
It From a Gatling Gun. 


Syracuse, April 21.—Three thousand 
persons listened to an address by W. 
J. Bryan at the Alhambra last evening. 
He sald that the principles that he ad- 
vocated Were as good in the east as In 
the west when as wellunderstood. The 
difference was that the people of the east 
were not as free in opinion as those of 
the boundless west. 

He spoke of the income tax, and said 
that with the tax on telegrams and every 
other document, the people were be- 
ginning to understand the income tax. 
This country could place its citizens be- 
fore an enemy's guns, but could not 
put its finger upon accumulated wealth. 

Referring to the money question, he 
said: “It requires all the Christian 
virtue I have to keep from getting mad 
when I talk with a gold bug. 
The word lunatic is, perhaps, the kind- 
est term the gold bug can use in refer- 
ence to us, for he thus relieves us of 
all mental responsibility. The gold 
bug divides people into two classes. 
The first is (fat in favor of gold, and 
the other those opposed, and believes 
there is no use talking tothelatter. We 
divide gold bugs into two classes, but 
believe in arguing with those opposed. 
Tt is the bimetallist who can afford to 
look with comtempt upon gold bugs.” 

He then reviewed the currency ques- 
tion from 1792 to 1873, and said: “No 
party asked for a change from the 


double standard. The gold standard 
came without anticipation; even the 
newspapers did not know it. We kept 


it 23 years before any party knew it was 
good. Do you call the gold standard a 
Success when 6,500,000 declared against 
it? You all remember the Chicago 
platform. Does anybody recall the St. 
Louis platform? The Republican party 
promised to get rid of the gold standard 
and substitute the double. There was 
@ party in '96 which was the only one to 
declare fora gold standard. It was the 
gold Democratic party. We counted 
them, and they carried one precinct in 
the United States, in western Kansas. 
There were six votes in the precinct. 
McKinley sent a commissioner to Europe 
asking to help get rid of the gold stand- 
ard. A Republican congress stood be- 
hind him. It would not vote $100,000 
to get rid of the gold standard if it was 
good to keep. Why did France, with 
a gold standard for 25 years, vote to 
help us? England's workingmen peti- 
tioned the government for bimetallism. 
England did not join us because Eng- 
land’s bankers, meeting in secret, in- 
fluenced the government. England con- 
trols Europe, and Europe, through the 
Republican party, controls the United 
States. You heard me called hard 
names in ‘96, but you haven't a name 
hard enough to keep me from protesting 
against a handful of English bankers 
controlling 70,000,000 people in this coun- 
try. 

“In '96 we opposed the trusts so much 
that they all opposed us, We oppose all 
trusts, especially money monopoly. The 
Republicans are trying to organize a 
paper money trust to turn over the 
money market to the national banks. 
Unless the trusts are throttled there is 
no chance for the young men of today. 
We ask Republicans to help us save the 
government. 

“A large standing army is a burden to 
tax payers and a menace tothe republic. 
This nation can depend upon its volun- | 
teers. They can defend it in the hourof, 
dang-ar. 

“What has happened to make more 
soldiers necessary? Nothing but a Re- 
publican administration. The presi- 
dent says our occupation of Cuba is 
temporary. There is no trouble in 
Porto Rico. Seventy thousand soldiers 
are Wanted to carry the benign blessings 
of freedom to 9,000,000 Filipinos, Com- 
mon people furnish soldiers, and syn- 
dicates get the money paid forwar. I 
don’t want a single soul to be brought 
under the American flag unless he can 
share in every blessing of this govern- 
ment. 

“Shall we call our chief executive 
President of the United States and Em- 
peror of the Philippines? Government 
by one man, backed by force, is des- 
potism. 
taking the Philippines plead not for the 
Fillpinos, but for the American people 
who may, by becoming accustomed to 
despotism, be prepared to yield to des- 
pots. 

“I oppose Christianity fired out of 
a gatling gun. The man who is hit 
does not need the gospel. Does the 
laboring man want Oriental labor to 
compete with him? Every nation in 
Europe wants us to be guilty of con- 
quest. If we are to become an empire 
let us send Bartholdi’s statue back to 
France, and go to England and borrow 
a statue of William the Conqueror. 
Let us treat the Filipinos as we would 
the Cubans, and we will erect in the 
harbor of Manila a new statue of liberty 
In the old world.”

Sixteen Years of Age.

In the year one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-rine. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of Quincy 
as follows: 

Section 1. No child under sixteen years of 
age shall be, loiter or remain upon anv street,

Section 2. The Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall cause two blows to be struck on the 
Fire Alarm Bells cach evening at 8.55 o’colck. 

Section 3. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding five dollars tor each 
offence.

Notice of Milk Inspector 


{Extracts from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.) 

Secr. 3.—“In all cities every person who con- 
veys milk in carriages or otherwise for the pur- 
pose of selling the same in such city, shall annu- 
ally on the first day of May, or within thirty 
days thereafter, be licensed by the Inspector of 
Milk of such city to sell milk within the limits 
thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector fifty 


cents each to the use of the city. 

Sect. 4.—‘ Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market-place in a city or in a town in which an 
inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such inspector or 
inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

Willing to Be Responsible. 


Havana, April 21—Governor General 
Brooke, in the distribution of the $3,000,- 
| 00 to the Cuban soldiers, has determined 
to treat the Cuban officens as soldiers and 
| gentlemen and not to endeavor to go be- 
hind the rolls they submit. Hence the 
Cuban lists will be accepted on their 
face, with the eliminations as previously 
cabled, namely, those who entered the 
army after July, 1898, and those who are 
actually holding office. Any Cuban 
named on the lists who is identified by 
his captain will get a share. “General 
Gomez will also probably receive a share, 
Linel Carden, British consul general 
here, recently suggested to Major Gen- 
eral Lydiow that he ought not to holdin 
custody any longer without trial W. N. 
Hammond, formerly in business here, 
who avers that at one time he was a 
| bishop in the United States, and who was 
arrested at Holguin two and a half 
| months ago by order of Colonel Hood as 
a generally suspicious character. 

After he had been in jail there six 
| weeks, Hammond asked the British con- 
sul at Santiago to be sent to Havana. 
His request was complied with, and he 
has been detained here for four weeks. 
| General Ludlow offered him transporta- 
tion to the United States, but he refused 
lto go, threatening to begin proceedings 
| for damages, appealed to Mr. Carden and 
| wrote a long letter to the newspapers. 

After that General Ludlow made up his 
| mind to send him to Holguin, and issued 
an order on Tuesday to that effect, but 
the steamer was missed. He now offers 
to release Hammond on $200 bail, but no 
bondsman is forthcoming. Yesterday he 
told Mr. Carden he would be glad to give 
Hammond to him, but the British con- 
sul general laughingly refused to accept 
the charge. 

Lionel E. G. Carden, British consul 
general at Havana, has notified Colonel 
Bliss, secretary of the treasury_depart- 
ment at Havana, that he consents to act 
in consular matters for the United States 
and will certify invoices. 

The archbishop of Santiago, who has 
been residing with the Franciscan friars 
at Guanabacoa furing the past forte 
night, sailed for Corunna, Spain, yester- 
day, on board the Spanish steamer Al- 
fonso XIII.

CONDITIONS IMPROVING. 
Statistics by Locomotive Engineers rnd Carpen- 
ters Presented to Industrial Commission. 

Washington, April 21—The industrial 
commission yesterday heard statements 
from Chief Arthur of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, and Secretary 
McGuire of the Organization of Carpen- 
tens and Joiners of America. 

Chief Arthur said his order had writ- 
ten agreements with 20 percent of the 
railways as tu the conditions of work. 
Strikes had been gevere and generally 
successful in the past, but were on the 
decrease, 

Their strike fund had not been touched 
for several years, and now amounted to 
$100,000, Two other funds were set aside, 
one for current expenses and the other 
for the relief of widows and orphans. Of 
the latter, $42,000 was disbursed last year. 
The insurance feature of the order was 
important, $8,000,000 having been paid on 
this account. Mr. Arthur said that 90 
percent of the 36,000 locomotive engineers 
of the country belonged to ihe brother- 
hood, 

Mr. McGuire said the carpenters’ and 
joiners’ organization had been known 
and more or less dreaded as a striking 
organization because it was chosen by 
the Federation of Labor to inaugurate 
the great strikes for the eight-hour day 
from 1882 to 1887, 

Since 1883 the carpenters had partici- 
pated in 1036 strikes, had won 908, com- 
promised 67 and lost 61. The necessity 
for striking had decreased, owing to the 
strength and determination of the or- 
ganization. In the past three years they 
had struck only 73 times, losing twice, 
winning 64 and compromising seven. 

Compared in purchasing power, the 
carpenters’ wage was 30 to 40 percent 
higher than 30 years ago. The social 
conditions of the workers, as a rule, had 
improved in the large centers. They 
lived better, in better houses and wore 
better clothes. Still, there was a flerce 
struggle for existence. 

Child labor and unrestricted immigra- 
tion he regarded as the two great evils of 
the labor world, and he was in favor of 
well-considered but decided restriction 
in both cases. He had tried co-operation, 
and was satisfied that it was impossible 
under present conditions. Profit-sharing 
he regarded as a makeshift device,

The Connecticut state senate confirmed 
the nomination of 8S, W. Crofut of Kil- 
lIingly as a Connecticut bank commis- 
sioner. The appointee succeeds himself. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote, British delegate 
to the disarmament conference at The 
Hague, announces his intention of leav- 
ing the Uniteg States for Europe on the 
26th instant. 

Word has been received at Nashua, N. 
H., that Thomas W. Palmer, wanted 
for passing a worthless check for $39 
on a dry goods firm there, has been ar- 
rested in New York. 

William D. Whiting, aged 55, a noted 
insurance lawyer and author of the 
legal life and fire insurance policy forms 
used in New York, Connecticut and other 
States, died at New York. 

James R. Talbot, prominent in the lum- 
ber trade at East Machias, Me., is dead, 
after an illness of several weeks. He 
was for a long time a member of the 
Demorcatic state committee. 

Arthur E. Payne, one of England's 
most successful naval architects, has ac- 
cepted an invitation to design a de- 
fender for the Canada cup, for whicha 
Chicago yacht club will contest in Au- 
gust. 

The fur factory of Edward S. Parks, 
located between Danbury and Bethel, 
Conn., was entirely destroyed by fire, 
causing a loss of about $10,000. The fire 
was undoubtedly caused by spontaneous 
combustion, 

Secretary Hay, for the government of 
the United States, and Consul General 
Pierce, for the government of the Orange 
Free State, have exchanged ratifications

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


Situation In General Lines of Trade Continues 
to Show Great Strength. | 


New York, April 22.—Bradstreet’s says: 


The general business situation is one of 
quiet strength, while in industrial lines 
activity continues unabated. The well- 
nigh universal testimony of damage of 
the winter wheat crop has had surpris- 
ingly little effect on prices as yet, owing 
partly to improved weather conditions, 
strengthening the hopes of a larger area 
in spring wheat, and also to good crop 
reports abroad, and increased visible 
supplies as compared with a year ago. 
An enlarged demand for this country’s 
manufactured products is in some de- 
gree counterbalanced by the falling off 
in the value of agricultural exports, not- 
ably cereals and cotton, as compared 
with a year ago. For the month of 
March a drop of $18,000,000 in exports of 
breadstuffs, cotton, provisions, live cat- 
tle and mineral oils has been partly 
made up by a gain of nearly $10,000,000 
in other products. Imports reflect the 
increased purchasing power of the coun- 
try, the total for March being the largest 
since May, 18987. For the nine months’ | 
period, exports, as a whole, are a little 
less than double the imports. |

[Extracts from Chapter 57, Sections 3 
Public Statutes.] 

Secr. 3.—“In all cities every ‘person who con- 
veys milk in carriages or otherwise for the pur- 
pose of selling the same in such city, shall annu- 
ally on the first day of May, or within thirty 
days thereafter, be licensed by the Inspector of 
Milk of such city to sell milk within the limits 
thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector fifty 
cents each to the use of the city.” 

Sect. 4.— Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market-place in a city or in a town in which an 
inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such inspector or 
inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

DYING MAN'S ACCUSATION. 
Claims That His Condition Is Due to Poison 
Administered by His Wife. 


Terre Haute, Ind., April 24.—Dr. B, E. 
Patton, a physician, who is known 


throughout three states as a specialist | 


in the cure of cancer, and who is the pro- 
Pprietor of a large sanitarium {fn this city, 
is lying at the point of death from what 
he claims is the effect of arsenic and 
chloroform poisoning administered by 
his wife. For some months past the 
physician has been materially losing 
strength. A few days ago he was com- 
pelled to seek his bed and now lies under 
the care of three physicians, who state 
that his chances for recovery are very 
slight. Since his illness forced him to 
take to his bed Dr. Patton has reiterated 
time and again in the hearing of his 
brother physicians that his wife was the 
cause of his condition. The attending 
physicians were inclined to believe at 
first that their patient was mildly in- 
sane on the subject, but were at last led 
to believe that there might be some 
truth in his statements. Late Saturday 
night the invalid asked that the prose- 
cutor and coroner be summoned, and 
this was done. A sworn statement ac- 
cusing his wife of polsoning him was 
made by the dying man. In addition Dr. 
Patton requested that a post mortem ex- 
amination of his body be made. 

Mrs. Julia Patton, the accused woman, 
has filed proceedings for a divorce and is 
now at one of her farms near Newmar- 
ket, Ind. She has been manried four 
times and has property worth over $100,- 
000 in her own right. No steps have yet 
been taken to apprehend her. 

The Cigar Stamp Frauds. 

Washington, April 24.—The internal 

revenue bureau has so far been notified 
of the discovery of over half a million 
cigars manufactured by Jacobs at Lan- 
caster, Pa., and bearing counterfeit 
stumps. Three hundred thousand of 
these were found in Jacobs’ own factory 
at Lancaster; 70,000 in San Francisco; 
2,000 in Philadelphia; 150,000 {n Cincin- 
nati; 10,000 in Toledo and 8500 in the first 
New York déstrict. It is believed that 
this amount will be largely increased as 
the search goes on. Orders have been 
issued to revenue agents to seize all 
cigars made by Jacobs’ factory wherever 
found, and later they will be sold at auc- 
tion, the purchasers being required to 
re-stamp them. The proceeds will be 
turned into the treasury. What relief, 
if any, will be extended to innocent pur- 
chasers of the Jacobs cigars has not yet 
been determined. 


Victim of Apoplexy. 

Atlanta, April 24—Major George A. 
Vandergrift, paymaster in the United 
States volunteer army, who was stricken 
with apoplexy Saturday, died yesterday 
without regaining consclousness. Major 
Vandergrift was born at Vicksburg, 
April 13, 1840. When the Civil war broke 
out he becume adjutant of the Second 
Ohio infantry, but was discharged on 
account of wounds two years later. He 
re-enlisted as major of the Thirty- 
seventh Ohio volunteers In 1864. After 
the war he engaged in steamboatingand 
later became a master in the United 
States lighthouse service. Major Van- 
dergrift's home was in Cincinnati. Since 


May last he served as a paymaster of 
volunteers witb headquarters at At- 
lanta. 


Hebrews Will Fight. 

Halifax, April 24.—The dispatch stat- 
ing that President McKinley had au- 
thorized application to the Canadian 
government for the extradition of Israel 
B. Goldstone, a Hebrew, arrested at 
St. John for a crime he had committed 
in New York, was anerror. The ar- 
rest was made in St. John’s, and and 
application must be made to the New- 
foundland government for Goldstone’s 
extradition. The fugitive came to Hal- 
ifax from New York, and proceeded to 
St. John’s under the name of Max Green- 
burg. The Hebrew fraternity in 8t. 
John’s have combined to fight the ex- 
tradition. 


Red Cross Finances. 

New York, April 24.—At a meeting of 
the executive committee of the Amerl- 
can national Red Cross in this city the 
committee was dissolved and the affairs 
and fund of the organization here will 
be turned over to the national Red Cross 
in Washington. The report of Treasurer 
Boldt shows cash receipts of $90,140, of 
which $66,091 is eet down to the credit of 
the American national Red Cross relief 
committee of New York and $11,732 to 
donations by firms and individuals; 
cash disbursements, $82,724, leaving 
balance of $7416.

Managua, April 24.—President Zelaya 
has granted an option, in force until 
Jan. 1, 1900, to Charles Nicoll, British 
consul at Managua, or to any company 
he may organize, to purchase the rail- 
roads and steamboats of Nicaragua, 
With the workshops appertaining to 
them, for the sum of 6,500,000 pesos.

There was a bad freight wreck on 


the N. Y., N. H. & BH. R. R. Monday 
night, just south of the Atlantic depot, 
which smashed three cars almost 


into kindling wood and blocked the 


inward rail for several hours. The 
accident was caused by the train break- 
ing apart and coming together again. 


The train was made up of twenty-five 


or thirty cars, many of which were 
empty. It was the inward train due to 
pass Atlantic at 8.35. Just after 
passing the Norfolk Downs station the 
train broke apart at the thirteenth car, 
which caused the forward part of the 
train to spring ahead. The engineer 
whistled sharply for brakes but before 
the brakemen on the rear cars could 
set the brakes the two sections came 
together with a crash that was heard 


all over Atlantic, and for a few 
minutes the air was full of flying 
debris. People who witnessd the 


accident from Hancock street say that 
when the cars came together a sheet of 
flame shot high into the air. 

The point where the two 
came together was directly opposite 
the switch tower, just south of the 
Atlantic depot.

The rear trucks of the last car of the 
main train were thrown off the rail. 
The next car was an empty box car 
which turned over on its side and 
landed inthe swamp. Next to this 
was a flat car, which doubled up and 
broke in half. The forward half was 


wrenched from its trucks and landed 
on top of the overturned box car. The 
second half of the car left the rail and 


brought up against the tall railroad 
signal pole, which checked its mad 
plunge. Next to the flat car was an- 
other empty box car. The forward 
trucks of this were wrenched off, and 


the end of the car lifted into the air so 


that it rested on the overturned box 
car. 
In leaving the rails the cars 


fortunately went toward Hancock street 
leaving the outward track perfectly 
clear. The derailed ears, however, 
ripped the covering from the boxes 
containing the wires and levers control- 
ing the interlocking system which for 
atime was rendered Word 
was sent to Boston for the wrecker but 
it was after 10 o’clock before it arrived 
and active work was commenced clear- 
ing the track. Meantime the forward 
part of the train had been taken to 
Neponset and tracked and the 
trains hands had succeeded in getting 
the trucks of the rear car of the main 
train onto the rail again. 

The outward trains came through all 
right although delayed a few minutes 
but the local inward trains there 
very late. The 9.12 was held at Quincy 
until after 10 o'clock and the 11.12 
until midnight. 

Fortunately there were brakeman 
on that part of the train that was de- 
railed, and no one was injured, 

The loud crash of the cars coming 
together soon attracted a large crowd, 
which gathered about the wreck and 
watched the men clearing it away.

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Art Exhibit at Library. 


There is now at the Thomas Crane 
publie library for a limited stay an 
exhibit which is of great interest. It 
consists of one hundred photographs 
selected from the Sella Collection of 
Alpine and Caucasian views, the 
property of the Appalachian Mountain 
Club of Boston, which has generously 
loaned them to the Library Art Club. 

These photographs are taken by 
Vittorio Sella, an amateur photo- 
grapher, a resident of Northern Italy. 
By vocation he is a woolen manu- 
facturer, but his summer vacations for 
ten years have been spent in 
mountaineering and photography. 
From 1880—S88 he made annual ex- 
cursions among the Alps, and in 1889— 
90 two visits to the Caucasus, in 
Southern Russia. 

At the Geographical Congress in 
Turin in 1893, Mr. Sella was awarded 
the ‘‘grand gold medal and diploma of 
honor’’ in a competitive exhibition of 
landscape photography. 


The Transcript said, at the time 
of their exhibition in Boston, 
‘These uncommon pictures afford 
vivid glimpses of the wonderful 
and unknown world of snow and 
ice which exists in the high Alps, 
a world of terrible desolation and 
isolation and of awful beauty and 


majesty. Climbers have hitherto been 


the only ones to see these things, and 
it is the distinction of Mr. Sella that 
he has brought such a rare sensation 


within the reach of all. Snow scenery 
has never been so beautifully and faith- 
fully represented. It testifies in a most 
convincing manner to his skill, his 
taste, his industry, and his courage.”’

Lige Strickland Swung From a Limb 
of a Persimmon Tree. 


The Mob Gave Him Opportu-) 
nities to “Confess.” 


Aged Victim's Employer Pleaded Eloquently, 
but In Vain, In His Behalf. 


Palmetto, Ga., April 25—When Sam 
Hose, the murderer of Alfred Cranford 
and the assailant of his wife, made his 
confession, immediately prior to his 
burning, he implicated Lige Strickland, a 
minister, aged 60. Hose contended that 
he had. been offered money by Strickland 
to kill Cranford. It was known pos- 
itively, however, that Hose had made 
false statements in his confession, and 
many of those who aided in his burning 
were disposed to disregard his statement 
gard to Strickland. 

The body of Strickland was found 
swinging to the limb of a persimmon 
tree within a mile and a quarter of this 
place early Monday. Before death was 
allowed to end the sufferlngs of the 
negro his ears were cut off and the small 
finger of his left hand was severed at the 
Bex ond joint. These trophies are in Pal- 
metto.

Three times 
Strickland proclaimed his innocence, un- 
til, weary of useless torturing, the mob 
pulled on the rope and tied the end 
around the slender trunk of the per- 
simmon tree. Nota shot was fired. 
Strickland was strangled to death. 

The lynching of Lige Strickland was 
not accomplished without a desperate 
effort on the part of his employer to save 
his life. The man who pleaded for him 
is Major W. W. Thomas, an ex-state 
senator. He did all in his power to pre- 
vent the lynching of the negro, and did 
not disc¢ nue his efforts until he had 
been assured by the leaders of the mob 
that the negro would be taken to jail at 
Fairburn. 


One mile from the spot where this 
promise was made Strickland was 
hang The negro Was a tenant onthe 


Major Thomas. 

Late Sunday night about 15 men went 
to the plantation of Major Thomas and 
took Strickland from his little cabin in 
the woods and left his wife and five chil- 
dren to walt and weep over the fate they 
knew was in store for the negro. Their 
cries aroused Major Thomas, and that 
sturdy old gentleman followed the 
lynchers in his buggy, accompanied by 
his son, determined to save, if possible, 
the life of his plantation darkey. 

They overtook the lynchers with their 
victim at Palmetto, and then ensued, 
with only the moonlight to brighten the 
faces of these grim men, a weird and 
dramatic scene. Strickland was halted

directly opposite the telegraph office. 
The noose was adjusted around his neck 
and the end of the rope was thrown over 
a tree. Strickland was told he had a 
chance before dying to confess his com- 
plicity in thecrime.

“| American Forces Now 
Before Calumpit. 


Enemy Burning Large Build- 
ings In the City. 


Their Forces Well Drilled and 
Remarkably Firm. 


Nur Troops Pushed Through Jungles 


and Shelled Trenches, 


Losses of the Insurgents Estimated to Be No 
Fawer Than Seventy. 


Manila, April 26.—The division under 
General MacArthur fought to the 
trer before Calumpit yesterday, ad- 
vancing four miles through woods and 
jungle and crossing the Bagbag river. 

Six Americans were killed and 28 
wounded. 


The South Dakota regiment pursued 
the insurgents to the outskirts of Calum- 
pit, which was so strongly protected that 
General MacArthur deemed it best to 
Withdraw the tired fighters and camp 
for a night's rest before assaulting the 
town. 

The largest buildings in Calumpit were 
being fired by the Filipinos while the 
Americans were crossing the river, fnily 
a mile away, indicating the enemy’s in- 
tention to abandon the place. 

The insurgents seem to have adopted 
a settled policy of retiring from one 
position after another after inflicting the 
greatest possible damage on the advanc- 
ing army. Their forces yesterday were 
well drilled. Every foot of the ground 
was tenaciously disputed by thoroughly 
organized troops, who stood rernarkably 
firm even before artillery. 

General Wheaton’s brigade approached 
the river along the railroad, leaving 
camp beyond Malolos city. General 
Hale’s brigade, which started Monday, 
was earlier on the march, sweeping west- 
ward toward the railroad. The armored 
train was being pushed by Chinamen, 
the Twentieth Kansas regiment advanc- 
ing in extended order on the left and the 
First Montana regiment, with the Utah 
light artillery, on the right. 

The rapid-firing guns on the train 
“opened the ball’ at 11:30 a. m., abouta 
mile from the river, their popping al- 
ternating continuously with the boom 
of the six pounders. 

The Montana regiment and the Utah 
artillery batteries at the same time en- 
tered the jungle, from which the insur- 
gents, who were occupying a large, 
straggling village of huts, poured heavy 
volleys. In the course of an hour the 
Americans had forced a passage through 
the woods to the open space in front of 
the river, and the artillery, immediately 
on wheeling into the open, began shell- 
ing the Filipinos’ trenches, 

In the meantime company K, Twen- 
tieth Kansas, led by Captain Boltwood, 
performed one of the most brilliant 
achievements of the campaign. The 
regiment was being held in reserve, and 
company K charged a _ distance of a 
quarter of a mile over a cornfield to the 
bank of the river, near the bridge, where 
the insurgents from a trench were 
peppering the armored train, then about 
200 yards down thetrack. The company 
found shelter in a ditch, 

Colonel Frederick Funston called for 
volunteers to cross the river, and the 
colonel himself, Lieutenant Ball, a 
private of company K, a private of com- 
pany E, Trumpeter Barsfield and Cor- 
poral Ferguson of company I crawled 
along the iron girders. 

While this was golng on the men of 
company K, from the ditch, were fusil- 
lading the trenches in the endeavor to 
divert attention, but the Filipinos got 
the range from a trench down the river 
and their bullets soon spattered the 
water under the structure. 

Having reached the broken span the 
small, but valorous, party of Americans 
slid down the caisson, swam a few yards 
to the shore and crawled up the bank, 
the little colonel leading the way to the 
trenches, revolverin hand, while the few 
remaining Filipinos bolted. 

General Hale’s troops, on the right, 
had the hardest fighting. They followed 
the north bank of the river, nearest the 
town, from the east, with the Finst Ne- 
braska regiment on the left and the First 
South Dakota and the Fifty-first Iowa 
beyond. The country to be traversed 
was mostly jungles, but the Filipinos 
stood their ground even in the open 
spaces. 

About this time the cheers of the 
Kansas troops announced that the 
Americans had cyossed the river. Gen- 
eral Hale’s men began to ford the Chico, 
a branch of the Bagbag, stretching to 
the northeast. The general himself 
olunged in up tq his neck, and the regi- 


ments, all Carrying . fags, 
across the stream. 

The guns of the Utah light artillery 
were dragged over next and formed into 
an extended ling to advance upon the 
trenches before Calumpit, from which 
the Filipinos were pouring continuous 
volleys. 

The armored car had one man killed 
and two wounded. The Kansas regi- 
ment had three wounded during the 
charge and the Utah light artillery one 
killed and two wounded. Most of the 
other casualties befell the South Da- 
kota regiment. It is difficult to estimate 
the insurgent losses, but they had no 
fewer than 70 killed, many of them by 
the artillery, 


SOLVED NICHOLS’ CURVES. 


Phillies Played a Brilliant Game and Defeated 
the Beaneaters. 

Philadelphia, April 26.—The unex- 
pected occurred when the redoubtable 
Nichols, who had gone along for 20 in- 
nings without being scored on, was made 
to look like a plain everyday pitcher, in- 
stead of the finished artist that he is. 
Not only was he hit into double figures, 
but the stars behind him played as 
though they might have passed a bad 
night. 

In the face of this delightful combina- 
tion, from a local point of view, the 
Phillies played a superb game in the 
field; and, as it turned out, it was well 
that they did, for toward the close the 
champions began to take liberties with 
the delivery uf “Red” Donohue. At the 
Windup, the spectators were rent by 
conflicting emotions, and did not feel 
altogether right until Stafford, who had 
been called upon to bat in the place of 
Nichols, went out on strikes, leaving 
three corners of the diamond occupied. 
If Stafford had made a hit instead of 
fanning, there is no telling what might 
have come off, for there were evidences 
that Donohue was in danger of disso- 
lution at any stage of the game.

New York, April 26.—The World says: 
Senator Frye and his family were re- 
ceived yesterday by a committee of the 
Merchants’ association of New Yorkand 
escorted to the Waldorf. Senator Frye 
was asked last night what he thought 
would be the result of the Coghlan in- 


cident. He said: 
“It may be unpleasant to Captain 
Coghlan, but I have no idea that a war 


with Germany w'tl be the outcome. There 
willbenowar. If Germany should w age 
war on the United States she would lose 
her best customer and would have a 
revolution on her hands at home within 
six months. 

“I belfleve that Speaker Reed intends 
to resign. In my opinion, Mr. Reed's 
retirement is actuated solely by a desire 
to improve his financial condition, and 
he thinks there is a better chance to do 
so in New Yorkthanin Maine. Still, I 
won't say that Mr. Reed has not alsoa 
political anchor to windward. 

“The situation in the Philippines is 
not nearly so good as I should like to 
see, When we were in Paris no one 
connected with the commission believed 
that more than 5000 soldiers would be 
needed at any time. 

“I believe the Filipinos will soon learn 
that American governors are not like 
their Spanish predecessors, The idea 
that an army of 100,000 men will be need- 
ed to end the rebellion is a false one, 

“I am hopeful that the troubles in the 
islands soon will come to an end. 

“What will the senate do in relation to 
Quay? I can’t speak for all the sen- 
ators, but I know that I shall vote to 
seat Mr. Quay.”

Dogs Must Be Licensed 


ON OR BEFORE APRIL 30th, 


Or the Owners or Keepers Thereof are 


LIABLE TO A FINE 
CITY 


OF 


QUINCY. 


[Extracts from the Laws of this Commonwealth.] 


Every owner or keeper of a dog of three 
months old or over, shall annually on or before 
the THIRTIETH DAY OF APRIL, cause it 
to be REGISTERED, NUMBERED, DE- 
SCRIBED and LICENSED for one year from 
the first day of the ensuing May, in the office of 
the Clerk of the city or town wherein said dog is 
kept, and shall cause it to wear around its neck 
acollar distinctly marked with the owner’s name 
and its registered number. 

Any owner of a dog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the pre -ced- 
ing section. 

The FEE for every license shall be 
DOLLARS for a Male dog and FIVE 
LARS for a Female dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit FIFTEEN 
DOLLARS, five dollars of which shall be paid 
to the complainant and ten dollars to the treas- 
urer of the county in which the dog is kept. 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for bree d- 
ing purposes may receive annually a special 
lice ense authorizing him to keep suc h dog gs upon 
the premises described in such license. When 
the number of dogs so kept does not exceed 
five, the fee for such license shall be TWENTY- 
FIVE DOLLARS; when the number of dogs 
so kept exceeds five, the fee shal! be FIFTY 
DOLLARS, and no fee shall be required tor the 
dogs of such owner or keeper under the age of 
six months. 

Any owner or keeper of adog not duly li- 
censed, which becomes three months old after 
the thirtieth day of April in any year, shall, 
whenever it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed 
until the first day of the ensuing May, as pro- 
vided in Section 80 of Chapter 102’ of the 
Public Statutes, and shal] cause is to wear 
around its neck a collar distinctly marked with 
its owner’s name and its registered number.

ESTERHAZYS MISDEEDS 


Have Led His Wife to Seek a Legal Separation 
From Him. 
April 26

Advertiser reports the case as follows :!ftrom Commandant Comte Ferdinand 


Kalman Moses, Joseph Melnick, 
Abraham Labovich and Abraham Fine 
were on Monday convicted in superior 
criminal court upon the charge of re- 
ceiving stolen goods. Morris Cohen, 
who was indicted with the others, was 
acquitted. 

In each case, bail, which had been 
fixed at $1,500, was increased to $2,000, 
except in the case of Moses, whose 
bail was fixed at $3,000. 

The evidence throughout was sen- 
sational. Inspectors Gaddis and Cleary 
learned that wholesale robbery of a 
shoe manufacturer’s office on Summer 
street was in progress. 

After looking the ground over, they 
found evidence that pointed to W. J. 
Driscoll as the thief. Driscoll, who is 
only 18, was employed by C .W. Royce, 
and seemed to have plenty of money, 
although his salary was only $6 per 
week. This, connected with his asso- 
ciation with travelling salesmen, who 
were many years his senior, called 
attention to Driscoll, and finally led to 
his arrest. 

After his arrest he was closely 
questioned, and finally owned up that 
he had been stealing shoes and selling 
them to the men named above. 

The five men were arrested, and 
a large amount of the stolen property 
recovered, 

At the trial Driscoll turned state’s 
evidence and revealed the whole plot. 
He first sold Moses a pair of samples, 
and then under threats of exposure 
unless he complied, allowed Moses and 
the others to take about all the shoes 
they wanted, receiving in return some- 
times 15 cents, and sometimes as much 
as 30 cents a pair. 

Moses would gotothe oflice after the 
place was closed at night and fill a bag 
with shoes; and Driscoll, fearing that 
such a wholesale depletion of the stock 
would lead to discovery, ~#ent into 
other offices, connected with the one 1n 
which he was employed aad took shoes 
from these places and gave them to 
Moses. 

Over 300 pairs of shoes were stolen 
in this way and turned over to Moses. 
To the other men Driscoll went with 
shoes which he sold at almost any price 
he could get. In these sales he claimed 
that he was acting agent for his father, 
who he said was a manufacturer in 
some place outside of Boston. 

Driscoll has been placed on probation. 


A Wide Open Race. 

Although early in the season, the 
‘* wide open race’ to be held by the 
South Boston Yacht Club on Memorial 
day, will probably be an old-time suc- 
cess. In a circular the club says: ‘‘We 
desire to call your attention to the 25th 
ope2 regatta of the South Boston 
Yacht Club Decoration day, inaugu- 
rating the racing seasou of 1899, in 
conjunction with the opening of or 
new clubhouse. As racing is the life 
of clubs, we believe in the open door 
policy in this branch of sport, and that 
there should be adistinction between 
rules for match racing and interclub 
racing, and that yachtsmen should be 
encouraged in racing, not legislated out 
of it. If new boats should not be 
legislated against, surely old ones 
should not. If 20 boats ina class is 
picture making, it isa sorry spectacle 
to see but three in aclass in an open 
race. Therefore, in order to encour- 
age the starting of a large fleet of 
yachts in this season’s racing, the S. 
B. Y.C. will start off in arranging 
special classes, outside association 
rules, with liberal prizes—a wide open 
race.” 


Nantasket Reservation. 

The bill reported in the Legislature 
Monday for a park reservation at Nan- 
tasket, provides that the metropolitan 
park commissioners may take, at an 
expense not toexceed $600,000, a por- 
tion of Nantasket beach not exceeding 
5600 feet in length, and adjacent land 
and water, including Straits pond, asa 
‘¢ public reservation for exercise and 
recreation. Nolicenses shall be grant- 
ed for the sale of intoxicating liquor 
in any buildings within 400 feet of the 
reservation. The amounts assessed on 
the city of Boston is 40 percent instead 
of 50 percent, as under the general 
park act.

Washington, April 26.—It is the im- 
pression in some circles that the case of 


Captain Coghlan is losing importance 
as the days pass and his action is viewed 
in a more considerate light. <A high of- 
ficial whose advice would have much 
to do with shaping the fate of Captain 
Coghlan said that in his opinion the 
needs of the case would be completely 
met by a sharp letter of reprimand ad- 
dressed to him by the navy department 
if the captain admitted he was correctly 
reported. 

The German ambassador has not com- 
municated with the state department on 
this subject since Monday, and it Is be- 
lieved that the German government is 
now content to await the action of the 
navy department without further press- 
ing the matter. 

The view was expressed at the German 
embassy that the Coghlan affair was 
practically ended, and that with the ad- 
ministering of a reprimand by the navy 
department the incident would be closed. 

The cabinet had an unusually long 
session yesterday, and after most of the 
other members had gone away Secretary 
Long remained closeted with the presi- 
dent. On leaving the White House he 
was asked for the latest developmentsin 
the Coghlan case. He said that an en- 
swer to his note of inquiry had been re- 
ceived from Captain Coghlan, but its

Pleasant weather has predominated 
throughout New England during the 
Past week, the average number of clear 
days being 5, partly cloudy 1, cloudy and 
stormy 1. This element of the weather 
has averaged about 2 degrees above the 
normal, despite a cold easterly spell. 
The minimum temperatures have ranged 
as low as 23 degrees in northern sections, 
and have been below the freezing point 
in the south on several mornings. The 
weekly mean temperature for the dis- 
trict at large is46 degrees. An unusual- 
ly light precipitation for the season has 
characterized the week. Showers oc- 
curred in eastern New England on the 
20th, and light rains in southern portions 
of the district on the 21st. 

The past week has witnessed a de- 
cided improvement, although the season 
is yet considerably behind the average. 

In the three northern states snow has 
disappeared rapidly under the influence 
of warm, sunny days, and, except in the 
extreme northern counties of these 
states, fields are for the most part bare. 
A large body of snow remains in the 
woods, and correspondents in Aroostook 
county, Me., report fields still covered 
with snow to a depth of two to three 
feet. Practically nothing has been d«ne 
in the line of farm work in the northern 
states. Here and there, in exceptionally 
favored localities, a limited amount of 
plowing has been accomplished, and a 
very few early peas planted. General 
Operations will not begin, however, fora 
week or more hence. 

Maple sugar, a source of considerable 
revenue, suffers a great reduction this 
season. Numerous correspondents re- 
port it a complete failure, and the gen- 
eral opinion seems to be that the yield 
ig but half a pound to a pound per tree. 

In southern New England, where the 
season is naturally more advanced, full 
advantage is being taken of the prevail- 
ing favorable conditions of weather, al- 
though in nerthern and western Massa- 
chusetts not a furrow has been turned. 
In the far south, far work is in general 
progressing well, and at the present rate 
the season's tardiness will soon be made 
up. Snow is yet visible in a few places, 
rivers and streams are running full and 
meadows are overflowed. 

Planting consists mostly of onions, 
peas and potatoes. In Newport county, 
R. L., there is the largest acreage of po- 
tatoes Boing into the ground ever known, 
and the first asparagus of the season has 
been cut. 


Not Creditabfe to Boston.

The hearing brought out 
the fact that the wages paid to male and 
female employes on the island ranged 
from $5 to $40 per month; that a majority 
of the employes came from outside the 
State, and that at least two obtained 
Positions through an employment 
bureau. Many of the boys who are con- 
fined at the island testified that they had 
been cruelly and unnecessarily pun- 
ished; that proper medical and surgical 
treatment had not been given to them 
when it was required, and that at least 
two of the officers were morally unfit 
for the positions held by them, 


A Molders Az< Gut. 
Worcesizr, Mass., April 26.—The 


‘hreatened labor troubles in connection 
with the demands made by the local 
Molders’ union, for a change in the time 
card to take effect May 1, culminated 
Tuesday in a strike at the Worcester 
bolier works, conducted by Allen & Sons, 
and what is termed by the molders a 
lockout at Rice, Barton & Fale’s works. 
In opposition to this the shops run by the 
Kabley Foundry company acquiesced to 
the demands of the molders. The 
trouble at the Allens’ was caused by the 
molders refusing to finish cores made by 


; non-union men, who had quit the shops. 


At Rice, Barton & Fale's, three molders 
refused to allow laborers to use their 
tools. They were discharged, and they 
claim the firm has declared a lockout on 
union men. 


Voted to Remain Out. 

Providence, April 26.—The Natick 
weavers met last night and voted to con- 
tinue the strike. The vote was not 
unanimous, but the weavers in favor of 
returning and had the courage to say so 
were in a hopeless minority. It was as-

to stay out. The Pontiae weavers also 
met anc again voted to remain out until 
their demands were granted or the 
Natick and Riverpoint weavers give up 
the fight.

THE FALL OF CALUMPIT, 


—_. 


“Capital” of the Filipinos In 
the Hands of Americans. 


Was Main Stronghold of Ag- 
uinaldo and His Men. 


Intense Firing Upon Trenches and 
Defenses of the City, 
a4, * 


Rebels Who Survived Fled to the Hills, Closely 


4 Pursued by the Victors. 
a 


Manila, April 27.—General MacAr- 
thur’s troops captured the town of Cal- 
umpit yesterday. General Hale's bri- 
gade bore in on the right flank. The 
Americans are now in possession. Gen- 
eral Otis cannot hear from General Law- 
ton, as a small band of insurgents are 
cutting telegraph wires as fast as the 
signal corps repairs them. 

Eight Americans were killed in the as- 
sault upon the city. The loss to the rebels 
was terrific. What remained of their 
army was finally driven back into the 
town and beyond it to the hills. Gen- 
a@ral MacArthur had 6000 troops engaged 
in the attack. The valor was unpar- 
alleled. 

Calumpit was on fire when the concert- 
ed advance of Major General MacAr- 
thur's division, comprising the brigades 
of Generals Hale and Wheaton, and the 
division of Major General Lawton was 
ordered. 

The insurgents met the advance with 
severe firing. The greater part of Agui- 
naldo’s army was in the town and the 
trenches before it, having made a stand 
there after the fall of Malolos. 

The strategic attack upon the city was 
made by Hale's brigade, which moved 
down the right bank of the Quingeu 
river; by Wheaton’s brigade, on the 
left bank and by Lawton's division, 
which advanced from Narzagary, being 
joined there by Lawton’s center column 
from Bocave. 

The southern defenses of the insur- 
gent capital were first attacked and 
taken. They were a mile south of the 
city and on the north bank of the Bag- 
bag river. 

The order to advance upon Calumpit 
Was received enthusiastically by the 
American troops. There had long been 
a thirst among the troops to avenge the 
death of their fellows during the fight- 
ing march from Malolos, and they were 
eager for the capture of the main strong- 
hold of Aguinaldo and his men. 

Scouting parties sent out a short time 
before the attack returned to report that 
Calumpit had been get afire by the 
rebels. 

In the attack the American troops were 
deployed in a long line before the city. 
This line was gradually closed in, main- 
taining an intense firing upon the 
trenches and immediate defemses of the 
capital. 

It was short-range fighting, and the 
Americans were more than equal to it, 
while the insurgents were pressed back 
whenever they attempted a stand. 

The guns of the Utah artillery did mag- 
terful work. They tore great gaps in the 
trenches and drove the rebels out with 
appalling slaughter. Then the infantry- 
men charged the trenches. The rebels 
stood their ground as long as they could, 
and then fled. 

The Americans then had little diffi- 
culty in entering the city. The fire set 
by the rebels was spreading rapidly, and 
it seemed a forlorn hope to attempt to 
extinguish it. 

On all sides was to be seen the havoc 
wrought by the intensity of the Ameri- 
can firing The dead rebels lay two and 
neven three deep in some places, The 
trenches were choked with dead bodies. 

What remained of the rebel army fled 
to the hills, closely pursued by the Amer- 
ican soldiers, although the latter were 
in a worn-out condition from the con- 
tinuous fighting of the last few days. 


Seeking Japs’ Aid. 

London, April 27.—According to a 
special dispatch from Shanghal it ig re- 
ported there that Aguinaldo’s agents in 
Japan have issued a strong appeal for 
Japanese aid and sympatHy and are 
urging Japan to a friendly intervention 
with the United States, 


Dishonest Hebrews Sentenced. 

Boston, April 27.—The four Hebrew 
shoe dealers who had been convicted in 
the superior court for receiving stoien 
footwear, were sentenced yesterday, 
Kalman Moses being adjudged a com- 
mon and notorious receiver of stolen 
goods. He was given a three-years’ 
sentence. The others received a six- 
months’ sentance.

The testimony 
alone covers 5000 pages of typewritten 
matter. The report, therefore, will be 
of considerable length. There has been 
no recent change in the conclusion of 
the members of the court. The report 
will unanimously sustain the administra- 
tion.

AN ORDINANCE 


In Relation to Children Under 
Sixteen Years of Age. 


In the year one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-nine. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of Quincy 
as follows: 

Section 1. No child under sixteen years of 
Q shall be, loiter or remain upon any street, 
highway, park or other public way or place in 
this city after the hour of nine o'clock in the 
afternoon of any day, unless accompanied by, or 
under the control or care of a parent, guardian 
or other adult person, or performing or return- 
ing from employment or from the performance 
of some duty, directed in writing by said parent, 
guardian or other adult person, and no such child, 
while performing such duty, or returning from 
the performance thereof, or from employment, 
shall loiter upon any such street, highway, park 
or other public way or place. 

Section 2. The Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall cause two blows to be struck on the 
Fire Alarm Bells each evening at 8.55 o’colck. 

SecTION 3. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding five dollars tor each 
offence.

A Filipino proclamation replying to the 
proclamation of the Americans has ap- 
peared. The proclamation is signed by 
Madini, for the president, and is dated 
at Caniasdro, April 15. Itis in the usual 
grandiose style and declares that Presi- 
dent McKinley issued the proclamation 
in order to sorce the American congress 
to ratify the cession of the islands under 
the treaty of Paris. 

“This contract of cession was made 
with the Spaniards after Spanish dum- 
ination had been ended by the valor of 
our troops,” the proclamation asserts. 
The protlamation complains that the 
Filipinos were not represented at Paris 
during the negotiations of the treaty, 
and that they are without assurances of 
the fulfilmemt of American promises. It 
dilates upon the alleged Anglo-Saxon 
hatred of blacks, and asserts a desire to 
enslave them. 

Deploring a lack of foreign aidfin 
prosecuting the war, the proclamation 
concludes: “We stand alone, but we 
will fight to the death. Coming genera- 
tions will pray over our graves, shed- 
ding gratitude for their free- 
dom.”

They received 
word from Washington recently that 
through the efforts of Congressman 
Henry Sherman Boutell the big gun 
would be brought to Chicago. 

The gun on its arrival at Lincoln 
park will be placed at the foot of North 
avenue. It isa steel gun 20 feet long, 
weighs 54¢ tons, and will be accompa- 
nied with the shield behind which the 
Spanish gunners took refuge during the 
memorable engagement which practi- 
cally drove Spain from this hemisphere. 
The gun was used while the battle of 
Santiago was in progress, and not until 
Admiral Cervera’s flagship was com- 
pelled to surrender did it cease pouring 
projectiles into the American fleet. It 
is now at the Washington navy yard, 
but together with the shield, in all 
weighing between 10 and 12 tons, will 
be loaded on a Pennsylvania car and 
sent direct to Chicago. Congressman 
Bontell visited the navy department and 
secured the necessary permission from 
Secretary Long for the shipment cf the 
trophies within a day or two. The Lin- 
coln park commissioners are hoping to 
secure two other guns from the sunken 
Spanish fleet, cne of which will be 
placed in front of the Lincoln monnu- 
ment and the other beside the Grant 
monument, so that on next Fourth of 
July a salute from the Spanish cannon 
will be part of Chicago's programme in 
celebrating the first anniversary of the 
victory of Santiago Bay. Commissioner 
Joseph Dunton is enthusiastic over the 
success of the board in securing the can- 
non for the park.

NEW BODY OF CAVALRYMEN. 


Colonel English'’s Rough Riders For 
the Philippines. 

Yankton, S. D., is the beadquarters 

of a regiment which, if the intention of 


its organizers is carried out, will be- 
come famous under the name of ‘‘the 


rough riders of the Philippines.’’ The 
organizer of the regiment is Colonel E. 
F. English of Yankton, a veteran, who | 


Colonel English was born in New Ha- 
ven in 1844 and when 17 years of age 
enlisted as a private in the First Con- 
necticut cavalry volunteers. He served | 
three years in this regiment, was made ; 
prisoner and was afterward promoted | 
to captain, but, on account of wounds, 
was bot again mustered in. He after- | 
ward entered the national guard, with | 
the rank of major, was promoted to 
lieutenant colonel and then colonel. He 
has traveled extensively and speaks} 
Spanish fluently. 

The regiment of light cavalry that 
Colonel English has raised and tendered 
to the president for service in the Phil- 
ippines is composed of two troops each 
from the states of Illinois, Nebraska 
and South Dakota and one treop each 
from Missouri, Minnescta, Wyoming, 
Iowa, North Dakota and Montana. The 
men have been carefully selected with 
a view to service in the Philippines 
and are as intelligent, agile and ‘‘fit’’ 
a body of cavalrymen as could be found | 
in any army in the world. 

The men are to be mounted on ponies | 
that are found in the Philippines, and 
which are especially adapted for use in| 
the climate of the island, where the} 
rough riders are organized to fight. 
The regiment will carry no sabers, the | 
saber being a weapon with which the 
men are not familiar, and one that 
would be of little use to them in the 
style of fighting to which they are ac 
customed. Instead, they will be armed 
with repeating rifles and revolvers, and, 
being crack shots to a man, they will 
be experts at bush fighting or any otber 
style of scrimmage where accurate 
shooting is required, and the nature of 
the ground necessitates a quick adapta- 
tion to the enemy’s guerrilla tactics.—
